Return of Compatriote Highlighted

{Text} For more than 30 years, Taiwan and the mainland have been totally out of 
touch with each other. Time has passed very quickly but has not been able to 
sever the thought and affection between compatriots on both shores. Particularly 
in the last 2 years, inepired by the spirit of our “Letter to Taiwan Compatriots,” 
this kindred relationship has become even stronger and deeper. Taiwan compatriots 
whose ancestral homes are on the mainland miss their native land and birthplace, 
as well as their relatives, every moment. They have always longed for the day 
when they can eventually return to their ancestral homes. 


Not long ago Mr Ding Yuying [0002 5148 5391], who was at one time the town 
magistrate of Yueyang town in Songiiang County under the KMT, returned to settle 
down in Shanghai. He had mixed feelings of grief and joy and could not calm his 
disquieting thoughts. tt is understandable! He is already 65 and has lived a 
solitary existence in Taiwan for W years. As a result of protracted longing for 
his native land and accompanying depression, Ding suffered from high blood pressure 
and finally paralysis. Because he feared losing the chance of being reunited with 
his relatives while he was still alive, he continually overcame his iliness with 
the strength of his affection for his native land. Ultimately his wish to return 
to the mainland was fulfilled. When he got off the train in Canton he could not 
stop thinking of throwing himself onto the ground to smell the fragrance of his 
native soil. When he stepped down from the plane in Shanghai he could no longer 
hold back his emotions and cried out: “I's back! I'e@ back! I'm back!" As soon 
as he entered the waiting lounge he spotted bis relatives who were there to welcome 
him. At that moment, all sorts of feelings rushed to his mind. He was unable to 
keep from choking with tears. As he said, these were tears of joy and happiness; 
they embodied all the feelings of a Chinese. This was the end of a wanderer's life 
in a place far away from home, the deep emotional expression of the start of a new 
life and happiness. 


Two other things also gave Ding boundless comfort. First, his 82-year-old mother- 
in-law died of prolonged iliness 2 days after he returned, and he was just in t ime 











to see her a last time, Second, when he left hie native home and relatives for 
Taiwan, hie son was still unborn, Now, as he stepped on his native soil he not 
only saw hie son grown and married but his daughter-in-law was bearing a child, 
Soon after the grandfather returned, 4 granddaughter was born, For a solitary 
old wan who had for 30 years been troubled by worry for his native home and regret 
for leaving, how joyful these circumstances must be! 


for many years, some Taiwan compatriots have tried every means through channels 
abroad, in Mianggang or eleewhere, to contact relatives and friende on the mainland 
and to seek opportunities to meet them, Mies Liu Zhengqian [0491 2598 6197], a 
niece of Liu Zhe [0491 0772] who was deputy head o: the Control Yuan under the KMT, 
is from Huaide County in /tlin Province, In the fall of 1947 she went to Taiwan 
with her husband and later she went to the United States, When one is in a foreign 
country one thinks about home; every day thinking of returning in distant dreams, 
Last April, after passing through many different places, she finally returned to 
her native home in the Nertveaet that she had left for 33 years. As she stepped 
through the door she saw her mother, who was almost 80 years old with hair all 
aray. Liu Zhengqian had tears welling up in her eves and as grief and joy inter- 
eingled, she erted out with deep feelings: "Mother I'm back!" and threw herself in 
her mother's arms, The mother held the daughter's head with trembling hands and 
touched her face, looking her over and uttering each word with emotion: "My 
youngest daughter how you have aged. You took so long to come back and | have 
missed you so.” 


Mother and daughter snuggled up to each other on the heated brick bed and talked 
endlessiy about the sadness of separation as well as the joy of reunion. The 
daughter told the mother that the deep feeling of missing her and the homeland 
during these 33 yeare was like a river of spring flowing eastward with an unful- 
filled hope of returning. The mother also told the daughter: During 411 these 
years while you were away, the children and grandchildren prospered, the whole 
family was happy and harmonious, and apart from missing you there was no other knot 
of worry in ay heart. 


Before the mother, the daughter was still innocent as a little child. She took out 
a plastic toy panda holding à baby specially purchased in the United States and 
said to her mother: “This is like the two of us, mother and child. The panda 
holds the little one all day long without a moment of being apart, just like you 
thinking of me. From ow on, when you look at this little panda, it will be like 
seeing me every da J

[Text] Fmancipating our thinking means making our thinking tally 
with actuality, making our subjectivity tally with objectivity, or 
seeking truth from facts. 


Today, emancipating our thinking is not coming to an end, nor is 
it past. In order to further accomplish our tasks of readjusting 
the national economy, we need to continue to emancipate our 
thinking, thoroughly cast off the constraints imposed by the 
leftist devious ideology, genuinely carry out seeking truth from 
facts, and proceed with everything from the actual situation. 


Emancipating our thinking is entirely consistent with adhering to 
the four basic principles. In order to develop seeking truth 
from facts in a healthy way, we must adhere to the four basic 
principles even more firmly. 





in order to push through the requirements of emancipating our 
thinking and seeking truth from facts in our work on economic 
readjustment and in all our practical work, the key link lies 
in regularly penetrating deep into the actual situations in 
order to seriously do a good job of conducting investigation 
and study. 


At present, party members and cadres of the whole province are centering their 
attention on further carrying out national economic readjustment and on further 
realizing political stability and unity, and thus are studying the documents 

of the Party Central Committee work conference and the spirit of the recently 
concluded Provincial Party Committee work conference. On the basis of 
conscientious study and discussion, the various localities and varivus fronts 
are going to carry out a great deal of hard and careful work to solve the many 
problems in economic work and ideological and political work. Whether in terms 
of understanding the spirit of the documents from the central authorities or 








in terms of perceiving and solving practical problema, we cannot depart from the 
basic point of the line of cognition. In order to unify our thinking and 
perception with the dialectical-materialiatic line of cognition, we must unravel 
all kinds of spiritual constraints and continue to emancipate our thinking. 


What do we mean by emancipating our thinking? It means we must perceive objective 
things according to the true features of objective things and obtain therefrom 
the correct guide to action for changing the objective vorld; that is, we must 
make our thinking tally with actuality and our subjectivity tally with objectivity. 
Put in simple terms, emancipating our thinking means nothing other than seeking 
truth from facts. This is the important meaning and important function of 
emancipating our thinking. Emancinating our thinking means seeking truth from 
facts, and in order to actually eek truth from facts we must also emancipate 

our thinking. ‘© opposite of emancipating our thinking is shackling our 
thinking. There ore all kinds of ideological shackles, such as the ideological 
shackles of subjective idealism, the ideological shackles of feudalism, the 
shackles of bourgeois and petty bourgeois ideologies, etc. Once people are 
subject to the spiritual shackles of this and that kind of old ideology and 
erroneous ideology, their efforts to grasp the dialectical-materialistic line of 
cognition are hampered, and their efforts to seek truth from facts and perceive 
truth are hamperec. Under such circumstances, people fall into a benighted 

state, with their freedom to change the objective world limited, with this or 
that kind of blindness imparted to them, and it therefore becomes impossible for 
them to attain the goals they are pursuing. Consequently, whether in terms of 
emancipating our thinking as a requirement or in terms of emancipacing our 
thinking as 4 premise, the core question is the question cf seeking truth from 
facts. Seeking truth from facts is the quintessence of emancipating our thinking. 


Emancipating our thinking means nothing other than seeking truth from facts. 

This is not something put forward just today. As early as 2 years ago, the general 
princijies put forward by the Third Plenary Session of the lith Party Central 
Committee on “emancipating our thinking, using our brains, seeking truth from 
facts, and looking forward in unity" already pointed out this issue. Precisely 
because the Party Central Committee has adhered to this thorougily dialectical 
and materialistic spirit, gu’ ed the people of the whole country to break free 
from the leftist ideological hackles, and carried out a series of principles 
and policies in accord with objective actualities, during the past 2 years and 
more the trend of emancipating our thinking has increasingly deveioped in a 
deepening way in the vast urban and eountryside areas and has achaeved great 
results. The oppressive atmosphere in the thinking of the masses of the people 
for many years has become swept away, and a rarely seen situation of vitality 
and liveliness has appeared in our political life. The dialectical-materialistic 
line of cognition is now unprecedentedly penetrating the depth of people's minds. 
The fundamental view of practice being the only criterion for testing the truth 
is becoming the guiding principle of the vast ranks of people in their production 
and work. These profound changes wrought by ideological emancipation in the 
people's spirit have constituted a great material force promoting revolution 

and enterprises of construction. Insofar as our province is concerned, we con 




















clearly see that the great turmoil perpetraced by Lin Bilao and the "gang of 

four” has already been rectified in many aspects. The influence of leftist errors 
of the past has been and te etill being cleansed away and corrected step by 

step. The series of new principles, policies, and measures formulated by the 
Party Central Committee on the basis of summing up past experience and lessons 

has been and is still being implemented and put into effect in a continual, 
deepening way. A series of readjustments and reforms has begun to be carried 

out in politics and {tn our economy. The party's leadership, socialist democr ', 
and soctalise legal system have begun to be improved and strengthened. Agricuicure 
has scored rich harvests for several years in a row, industry has carried out a 
preliminary readjustment, and light industry has started to develop steadily 
torward. There is prosperity in the market, and the living standards of most 
people in the urban and countryside areas have been improved to a definite extent. 
Such a fine situation may be said to be rather rare since the founding of our 
state.

Today, emancipating our thinking is not coming to an end, nor is it past. Ina 
general sense, the process of emancipating our thinking is the process through 
which people continue to perceive objective realities and achieve freedom from 
the inevitability of such objective realities. There is never going to be an end 
to development and change in the objective realistic woild; hence there is not 
going to be any end to the emancipation of our thinking. In terms oi the 
Significance that emancipating our thinking has to the construction of our four 
modernizations, ours is a country of a large population, a weak foundation and 
low living standards with 800 million peasants. How should we proceed from such 
national conditions in order to realize socialist modernization? How are we 
going to perceive and solve the new situations and new problems that continue to 


appear along wit! ir advances? All this still awaits our further exploration 

ind ontinued study in practice. In order to solve these problems well, we need 
to continue to emancipate our thinking and continue to deepen our perception of 
objective actualities according to the general principles of the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee and on the basis of the requirement 

of seeking truth from facts. 

In order to continue to emancipate our thinking according to the general principles 





of the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central Committee, we still need 
to thoroughtly cast off the constraints of the leftist ideology. In the first 
place, we must thoroughly cast off the constraints of the leftist ideology in 
treating and carrying out the principle of further readjustment in our national 
economy. The proposal to carry out further readjustment in our national econony 
from this vear on is a major strategic principle aimed at the coordinated 
development and steady progress of the construction of our four modernizations 
made by the Party Central Committee and State Council after they summed up the 
experiences ard lessons in economic work since the founding of our state, 
including lessons of faulty operations in our economic work in the past 2 

years since the smashing of the "gang of four," hy basing themselves on the 
objective reality that our economic situation at present both fares well and 
carries with it certain dangerous factors, and by proceeding from our national 














conditions and financial resources. This indicates that the guidance provided 

by our party and state in oir economic construction work has fundamentally cast 
off the influence of leftis errors that had been plaguing us for a long time 

and advanced further onto the ideo! gical line of seeking truth from facts and 
proceeding from actualities. But e verlence in our past practice proves that 

it is not a very simple matter to t y to have the ideological perception of the 
vast ranks of party members and cadres quickly unified on this question so that 
it would turn into conscious action. Because the influence of leftist errors 
still has not been thoroughly eliminated, some comrades tend always to think 

that economic construction can only be handled by "going all out and getting 
started quickly," and that only high targets and big strides are correct principles 
and representative of socialism; otherwise, nothing is good enough. This stubborn 
leftist disease has more than once seriouely endangered our enterprises of 
construction; if we are going to accomplish our task of readjusting the national 
economy today, we must take a further step to render it thoroughly innocuous. 
Through the emancipation of our thinking, we should let those comrades understand 
clearly that in our economic work the criteria for measuring whether our 
principles are correct or representative of socialism are not whether our targets 
are high enough or whether we go ali out, but whether we seek truth from facts, 
whether we operate according to socialist econmmic laws, and whether what we do 
accords with our national conditions. Under conditions of objective feasibility, 
handling our development at a faster speed is of course correct. But when objec- 
tive conditions make fast development impossible, then slowing down our speed is 
likewise correct. And when the proportionate developments of various departments 
are not well coordinated, then retreating temporarily from certain fronts so as 
to create conditions for development at high speed in the long run is likewise 
correct. The approach of ignoring objective conditions and concrete environment 
and singlemindedly banking on going all out and getting things started quickly is 
but a subjective ideaiist fancy and a foolhardy measure with no sense of 
responsibility toward the people. Its consequences not only show that haste makes 
waste but also drag the enterprises of our construction backward, or even cause 
their collapse. 


In order to continue to emancipate our thinking according to the general 
principles of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, we 
should also clear up some confusion pertaining to our perception of the relation- 
ship between the emancipation of our thinking and adherence to the four basic 
principles. 


Some people look at problems from a leftist point of view: they speak of 
adhering to the socialist path; they still cannot get rid of the influence of 
that set of leftist ideas such as "large size, public ownership, egalitarianism, 
poverty"; they take as retrogression the allowing of minor elements of individual 
economy to exist; they take as economism the unity between the strengthening of 
ideological and political work and the implementation of the principle of 
material interests; they take as "messing up the system" the implementation of 
various forms of a production responsibility system according to local conditions, 
the respect for autonomy of enterprises and production brigades, and the 

practice of democratic management; etc. When they speak of adhering to party 
leadership, they ignore the necessity of improving our party leadership and take 
as weakening” or even "eliminating" party leadership such measures as gradually 























carrying out the separation of the party and government, giving scope to the roles 
of administrative organs and mass organizations, implementing democratic 
centraitem, guiding the people to become masters in their own house, carrying out 
penetrating and carefvl ideological and political work, putting into effect a 
personnel policy by selecting the virtuous and appointing the talented, etc. 

All of these [views on their part] are obviously indicative of their petrified 
thinking and run counter to the spirit of the Party Central Committee in stressing 


adherence to the "four basic principles." They still constitute a great obstacle 
to our elforts to tastet on continuing to emancipate our thinking and seeking 
truth from facts under the guidance of the "four basic principles” and to further 
carrying out the various principles and policies since the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Party Central Committee. Therefore they must be eliminated. 


Apart from this, we should especially note that some people put emanicpation of 
our thinking in opposition to adherence to the four basic principles. They 

think that adhering co party leadership would hinder emancipation of our thinking, 
and that strengthening the socialist legal system would limit socialist democracy, 
whereas, [in their view], carrying out correct criticism of erroneous views would 
violate the principle of "Letting a hundred flowers bloom and letting a hundred 
schools contend," etc. From their point of view, emancipating our thinking is 
nothing but "thinking about whatever one pleases," and "letting a hundred flowers 
bloom is tantamount to "doing whatever would be allowed." This is apparently a 
distortion of the correct connotation of emancipating our thinking from another 
extreme; it is equally harmful, or even dangerous, It can be easily utilized by 
devious-minded people to oppose the party's leadership, to perpetrate anarchism 
and extremist democracy, and to create confusion. 


We should clearly understand that the "four basic principles" are definitely 
nothing like the idealism which shackles people's thinking. On the contrary, 
they are the scientific summing up of nearly 60 years of our historical experience 
in revolution and construction; they are repeatedly proved truths; they are the 
products of seeking truth from facts. Facts have fully indicated that adherence 
to the four basic principles definitely does not hinder the emancipation of 
people's thinking but constitutes precisely the guarantee that the emancipation 
of our thinking will develop in a healthy manner, Look are not the principles 
of emancipating our thinking and seeking truth from facts put forward by our 
party itself? Have the results of emancipating our thinking during the past 

2 years and more not been achieved under the leadership of our party? If we 

look back at nistory, when did we have such a broad and profound ideological 
emancipation movement when the leadership of the party was weakened? None, 

and it would be impossible. ‘Similarly, strengthening the socialist legal 

system and giving full play to socialist dempcracy are consistent with each other 
and not in opposition to each other. Socialist democracy and the socialist 

legal system are inseparable. Socialist laws and edicts are formulated by 

the organs of people's power according to the principle of democratic centralism; 
they are the concentrated reflection of the people's will, and the concentrated 
embodiment of the people's fundamental interests. Strengthening the socialist 
legal system is definitely not a limitation of social democracy buc precisely a 
demonstration of socialist democracy. If there is any "limitation," that is the 
limitation to unlaw‘ul conduct; this kind of limitation is fully beneficial and 
not at all harmful to giving scope to socialist democracy. As for criticism 
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of erroneous views, that, too, is no hindrance to the implementacion of the 
“double hundred principle.” Different styles in art can be freely developed ae 
much a8 possible; different opinions in academic studies can be fully subject to 
contention; errors in ideological perception and conduct can and should be 
entirely subject to criticism on the basis of an attitude of goodwill and according 
to correct methods. This kind of criticism can only help people seek truth from 
facts in the process of their ideological emancipation and help the implementation 
of the “double hundred principle," and not the contrary. When erroneous views 

are not seriously criticized and are allowed to spread, they can only be harmful 
and not of any benefit. Of course, criticis® in the absence of goodwill should 

be opposed, and the rude kind of criticiem should be prevented, All this 
explains that in the process of our ideological emancipation, only by strictly 
adhering to the “four basic principles” will we be able tu correctly perceive and 
solve the problems we need to perceive and solve. if we deviate from or even 
violate the “four basic principles,” then we will not only fail to reach our 

goal but will run counter to the original intention of idevlogical emancipation 
and embark upon a devious road,

In following the line of cognition of continuing to emancipate our thinking 
according to the general principles of the Third Plenary Session of the lith 
Party Central Committee, do a better job in adhering to seeking truth from facte, 
and proceed with everything from actualities, we should apart from correctly 
understanding the connotation of this question, from clearing up the muddled 
concepts in thie regard, and from unambiguously recognizing the principal 
ideological obstacles to be removed at present, even more importantiy seek to 
push it through first of all to our practical work, to our great task of realizing 
a further readjustment of our national economy and further political stability 
and unity, and turn it into our work line. If we fail to so.ve this question, 

we will not be 4) © to reap the proper results, no matter how we might talk about 
adhering to a correct line of cognition. 


In order to push our correct ideological Line through to the practice of our 

work, the kev link lies in conducting 4 good investigation and study, The 
emancipation of our thinking and the seeking of truth from facts in the 

practice of our work cannot come from nowhere and cannot be thought out by our 
sitting in the house. They can be accomplished only by the establishment of the 
good workstyle of uniting theory with practice, penetrating deep into actualities, 
carefully carrying out investigation and study, and achieveing a basic under- 
standing of actual situations. 


Looking back at the history of our revolution, we can clearly see that we greatly 
benefited from good work in investigation and study, but that we also greatly 
suffered from negiect in investigation and study. The party's analysis of the 
nature of our revolution, its armed struggle, its decision on the path of 
surrounding the cities from the countryside, its shift from land revolution 

toward national warfare against Japan, the establishment of its general line in 
the war of liberation period, and its swift victory were all] carried out on the 
basis of conducting investigation and study with respect to the various situations 




















in China's politics, economy, and military affairs, The reason why economi: 
conetfuction could be rapidly developed during the Firat Pive-Year Plan period and 
why it could again be restored rapidly after 3 years of difficulties also had to 

do with the benefit of investigation and study. And the setbacks we have sul fered 
in the past, imeluding the several setbacks after the founding of our state, 
likewise had to du with failure to conduct tnvestigation and study or with 
inadequate investigation and study. Looking at the practice in our province during 
the past few years, too, undertakings like the development of agricultural 
mechanization and the establishment of the principle of carrying out “analytical 
guidance” in agricultural mechanization; the establishment of the guiding 

concept of taking advantage of our strongpoints and avoiding our weak points 

vy giving scope to our 10 major natural strongpoints; the delineation of economic 
zones and crop deployment; the perfection of the system of responsibility in 
agricultural production; the unloading of the burden of certain “small steel works 
and “emall chemical fertilizer plante” with leas satisfactory results; and the 
Liberalization of policies in forestry, animal husbandry, and family sideline 
enterprises! which single one among them did not benefit from the merits of 
investigation and study’? In a word, several decades of practice in our revolution 
and construction have proved that whenever investigation ana study have been 
carried out conscientiously, the ideolvgical line of seeking truth from facts 

and proceeding with everything {rom actuslities are implemented, and our 
undertakings prosper and forge ahe-d. Otherwise, we indulge in subjectiviem and 
suffer losses, or even stagnation and retrogression. We should seriously take 
note of such historical experience and lessons. 


Emphasis on investigation and study has 4 specially urgent meaning under present 
circumstances. This readjustment is a decisive measure enabling our economy to 
basically cast off leftist constraints; it affects the entire situation of the 
four modernizations. During this readjustment, 4 large number of new situations, 
new problems, and new contradictions are being put before us in a complicated and 





mplex way. In your place, which should vou take up and go ahead with, and 
which should you let go of and forget? Which you should cut, which you shoulc 
make up? What are your strongpoints, and what are your wexk points? Where should 
invest your limited capital and materials’? How should you afrange the aanpower 
transferred down to you? How can you improve the party leadership? How can you 


itrenathen your ideological work? We can solve these problems only by proceeding 
from actualities, only by achieving a fairly comprehensive and thorough under- 
standing of the relevant actual situations. If vou are not clear what the actual 
ituatione are, how would you proceed? You obviously @ust proceed, under such 
ircumeatances, from your desires, your feelings, your old imporessions, old 
experience, and old conventions. Then, the upshot is bound to be that you 

imnot seek truth from fact but must resert to subjectivism and blind commands. 
fou are bound to mess things up, with original problems not yet solved but new 
nes piled up again. In some places, views between the leadership and the 
nembership and between those above and those below are different on certain 
mitters, and hence contention continue endiesslvy. Thus certain problems awaiting 
irgent solution remain unsolved for a long time. An important reason in this 
regard is that nobody conducts serious investigation and study, and those 
concerned have not gathered together at the departure point of the “actual 
situation.” The petrification of the thinking «f some comrades is also ciosely 


related to a lack of adherence to the conduct of investigation and study. 




















Petrification of one's thinking often resulte from two reasons! one is that he 
has only a haphacard knowledge about the new situation, and the other is that he 
immoderaiely clings to old expertences and old ¢®o ventions, and the two further 
affect each other. Investigation and study are 4 good prescription for curing and 
preventing the disease of petrification, 


It ie by no means easy to do a good job of conducting tnvestigation and study, 
Firet of all, we gust have 4 thoroughly @ateria tetic spirit, “neither relying 

on the superior nor relying on books, but relying only on actualities” and 
honestly learning from actualities. We must have txe courage to face squarely the 
various situatio,.. we encounter in the process of our investigation and study, 

be they obverse or reverse, positive or negative, general or specific, ete. 

Some situations could be different from what the higher-ups have defined or from 
what ie said in the books, but we must not relax even in their case. Investi-~ 
gation and study are designed to solve problems. Avoiding problems is not the 
same 46 solving them; we should make clear the real situations, find ways of 
solving them, or reflect them to the higher level. Secondly, we gust be willing 
to spend our energy. Listening to reports and reading data can of course help us 
to understand sore situation, but such understanding could hardly be as genuine 
as what we can see and ask about when we go among the masees ourselves personally. 
“Looking at flowers from horseback” ie needed, but staying at a place a few days 
or half a month should especially not be lacking. After getting well acquainted 
with the masses, one can touch on even more genuine, concrete, and lively data. 
Thirdly, we must aleo have scientific methods. Comrade Chen Yun has mentioned 

the words “comprehensive, comparative, and repeated.” We wants us to compre- 
hensively uiwerstand and analyze actual situations, carry out many-sided 
comparisons between various views, conceptions and programs, and make our decision 
only after repeated considerations. These are very scientific pointe as a guide 
to invest'gation and study. From the present situation, it looks ase if we gust 
emphasize the prevention of partial and static undertakings. For this reason, 

we must listen to ali views in the process of investigation, and look at advanced, 
intermediate, as well as backward pointe. In the case of certain things, when 
looked from 4 partial situation they seem reasonable and feasible, but when 

looked from the whole situation they may prove otherwise. In the case of others, 
when looked from the partial situation they seem unreasonable, but when looked 
from the whole situation they prove necessary. Consequently, we must be good at 
analyzing advantages and disadvantages and seasuring gains and losses from both 
the macro and aicro point of view eo a8 to have partial situations subsumed under 
the whole situation. In the case of certain important questions, we gust not 
reach conclusions hastily; we must see some are. If we cannot solve them the 
first tige, we can go 4 second time after a while; there should be no hare to work 
on some comparative “experimental fare.” 


Investigating and studying a problem is like a aother “conceiving @ child in 10 
months,” whereas solving 4 problem ie like her "giving birth to a child in a 
single morning.” At present, all comrades shouldering the responsibility of 
guidance work should spend a great deal of their energies and put out a lot of 
hard work to carry out investigation and study. This is 4 major issue in 
iaproving and uplifting our leadership level. With this work well done, we will 
have a good idea of how specific problems in our readjusteent operations may be 
solved, and our perception of the whole situation shall aleo be clearer. 
Consequentiy, we shall have grasped the initiative over all of our work.

A study of 
the spirit of this remark is of vital and practical significance to the effort to 
achieve a understanding of the importance of the rectification of the worksetyle of 
the party and to the conscious effort to foster a good workstyle. 


The effort to foster a good workstyle for ‘he party has .ong been considered essen- 
tial to the building of the party. During the revolutionary war, the party rect i- 
fied its worketyle several times in order to unify the entire party and the people 
of +11 nationalities throughout the country behind the struggle to defeat the 
Kuomintang reactionaries and Japanese imperialiem. Fach rectification campaign 
marked a step forward in arming the entire party with sound ideology and theory so 
that it could grow in a healthy way and develop rapidly. Particularly noteworthy 
wae the 1942 Yanan rectification campaign which resulted in raising the party's 
level of Marxiem-Leniniem in a big way, in improving the workstyle of the party, 
and in laying a firm ideological groundwork for winning victory in the war of re- 
sistance against Japan and in the liberation war. 





Now why should be particularly emphasize the workstyle of the party and view it as 
a problem that gay spell the life or death and survival or demise of the party?’ 


Firet, the worksetyle to be fostered by the ruling party will have direct effect on 
the nature of the party. Sriefly speaking, the so-called workstyle of the party is 
the conduct of the party and the specific interpretation by the party or its sen- 
bers of the party's compunist wo 'd outlook, as well as its theory, line, principles 
and policies in their speeches ane actions. How a party member will behave himself 
will directly reveal his party character and his willingness or unwillingness to 
truly struggle for the compunist cause. This fact shows that the workstyle of the 
party is a matter that reflects the level of the quality of the party and its sen- 
bers. For this reason, without a good workstyle, neither a party nor its members 
can deserve co be called a good party or good party members. As everyone knows, 
since the founding of new China, our party has become a ruling political party, 4 
nucleus leading the socialist cause in our country and a faithful representative of 
the interests of the people of all nationalities throughout China.

TIE YING CALLS FOR POLITICAL STABILITY, UNITY

[Text] To achieve further stability and unity is a precondition for the success- 
ful realization of the task of readjusting the national economy and is also one 
of the major policies stipulated by thie session of the CCP Central Committee 
work conference which is to be resolutely tmplemented by the different levels of 
leadership throughout the province. 


This was proposed in a speech by Comrade Tie Ying [6933 5391] of the Provincial 
Party Committee during the most recent Provincial Party Committee work confer- 
ence. In his speech entitled "“Conscientiously Grasp the Spirit of the Central 
Committee Work Conference and Resolutely Implement the Policy of Economic Read- 
justment and Political Stability,” he said that, at present, Zhejiang's political 
Situation was besically stable yet there were still many unstable factors. Vari- 
ous facts show that some anti-revolutionaries, the remmante of the historically 
exploiting class, the remaining forces of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” the 
anti-party and anti-socialist elements and the various criminal elements are tak- 
ing advantage of the various gaps in our work and some people's bourgeois ideas 
to stir up trouble and create disorder. We cannot underestimate this. If it is 
ignored, given full freedom and allowed to spread unchecked it will destroy the 
stable and unified situation and interfere with the national economic read just- 
ment. At the same time, we must also clearly perceive that many problems still 
exist in our work and among the people and that, in the wake of the economic read- 
justment, new problems will aleo appear. If these problems are handled poorly, 
the factors of instability will be increased. Thus, the strengthening and devel- 
opment of a stable and unified political situation is a very important problem 
laid before us which cannot be treated lightly. 


How can 4 stable and unified political situation be further strengthened and de- 
veloped? Comrade Tie Ying pointed out that, first of all, our party members and 
cadres gust uphold and defend the four basic principles and wage a determined 
Struggle against the erroneous ideological trends which negate these principles. 
Some of our comrades fail to actively, forcefully, and persuasively propagate 
the four basic principles. They allow the anti-party, anti-socialist statements 
and actions to spread and are afraid to stand up and wage 4 determined struggle 
against them. This is a dangerous tendency worthy of our vigilance. At present, 
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those whe desire to see a chaotic world, in collaboration with the remmante of the 
wane of four, are madly engaging in anti=party and anti=socialiet activities which 
will do great harm to stability, unity and the four modernizations and will seri- 
Ously corrode the ideology of the masses, We will be making a great mistake if 
our position is weak. We must conscientiously approach thie problem ideologically, 
politically and legally. First, it is necessary to have a clear-cut stand in edu 
cating the broad masses in four basic principles. We must emphasize that the par- 
ty's leadership is the basic guarantee for building the four modernizations. We 
must make them understand that without party leadership, the nation will be split 
up and will again fall into a turbulent and dark abyas, anc there will be no pos- 
sibility of building the four modernizations. We must emphasize the superiority 
Of the socialist system and the excellent situation after the smashing of the 
"pang of four,” especially since the Third Plenum of the lith Party Central Com- 
mittee, We must criticize the misconception of socialism being inferior to capi- 
taliem, We must guide the masses to carry out effective struggle against various 
anti-party and anti-socialist statements and actions and against the various 
forces that undermine stability and unity. Naturally, on the other hand, we must 
also guard against and overcome the erroneous tendencies from the "left" which 
distort the four basic principles. Not paying attention to these problems will 
prevent us from .orrectly upholding the four basic principles and will hinder 
Stability and unity. When we emphasize the need to uphold party leadership, it 

is also necessary to improve party leadership. We must rectify unhealthy tenden- 
cies and improve on the division of work between party and government. Only if 

we improve the party leadership and the party workstyle will the party be able to 
have greater fighting capacity and prestige. When we emphasize the need to uphold 
socialiem, it is also necessary to reform the shortcomings and abuses in the 
present system. This type of reform is for the very purpose of bringing into full 
play the superiority of the socialist system. 


He further pointed out that in order to strengthen and develop a stable and uni- 
fied political situation, it is necessary to uphold the people's democratic dicta- 
torship, namely, the dictatorship of the proletariat. Since the exploiting class 
has already been eliminated in China and class struggle is no longer a principal 
contradiction in today's society, we must not again follow the old road of taking 
clase struggle as the key link. But, class struggle still exists in the contra- 
dictions between the enemy and ourselves and is aleo reflected in varying degrees 
among the people. In the past, some of our comrades ignoring the existence of 
class struggle, tailed to attack what should have been attacked, and failed to 
exercise dictatorship when it should have been exercised. They did not even dare 
to handle the very obvious class struggles against those who gathered for gambling 
and those who banded together for smuggling and did not dare to criticize open or 
thinly veiled anti-party and anti-socialist speeches. This type of tendency must 
be corrected. It is absolutely necessary that we criticize and correct the error 
of magnifying class struggle. However, this is not to say that we should not 
grasp class struggle. The question is how to grasp it. We cannot frequently re- 
sort to mass movements and obscure the two types of distinct contradictions. We 
must follow the guiding principles of the socialist system, handle affairs accord- 
ing to the constitution, the law and decrees, learn to use legal weapons; carry 
out resolute struggle against the remnants of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” 

the anti-party and anti-socialist forces, and with the various criminal elements; 

















and firmly attack their criminal activities. Party committees must strengthen 
and improve their leadership over public security organs, procuratorial organs 
and the people's courts, The past situation, wherein the party committees were 
Allowed to pass judgements and the secretaries were allowed to make decisions on 
legal cases, must be changed. The party committees should respect the independent 
investigation rights of the public security organs, the independent examination 
rights of the courts and the independent procuratorial rights of the procura= 
torates. However, the party committees should assert their rightful authorities, 
assume leadership and excel in leadership. The public security organs, procura= 
torial organs and the people's courts must be under the leadership of the party 
committees and have coordinated action so as to be effective in attacking the 
enemy and safeguarding public security. Among them, there should be mutual in- 
teraction, as well as mutual support and there should not be endless squabble. 
Party committees above the county level can set up political and law committees 
and coordinate relations among the public security organs, procuratorial organs 
and the people's courts. In short, we must use legal weapons to attack the enemy 
but not to adversely affect our work. 


He also pointed out that we must strengthen and develop a stable and unified 
political situation, correctly handle the relationship between democracy and cen- 
traliam among the people and strengthen party organizational discipline. The 
development of socialist democracy and the safeguarding of the people's demo- 
cratic rights are important items in building a modernized nation. Without de- 
mocratization there can be no socialist modernization. We cannot discard democ- 
racy simply because we lay stress on centralized leadership. If we think in 
this way, then the democratic achievements since the Third Plenary Session of 

the llth Central Party Committee will be lost and the lively situation will 
change. Naturally, the democracy which we speak of is not anarchism and bour- 
geois liberalism. Democracy without socialist legal system, without party leader- 
ship, without discipline and order is certainly not socialist democracy. At 
present, we must conscientiously strengthen education on discipline. Especially 
within the party, we must have rigorous discipline; we must resolutely correct 
the tendency of acting according to one's likes and dislikes. It is also neces~- 
sary to strengthen organizational discipline in the party and government organs, 
schools and among the broad masses and to criticize the tendencies of anarchism, 
extreme individualism and bourgeois liberalism. If we do not resolutely strug- 
gle against these erroneous tendencies, readjustment of the national economy can- 
not be successfully carried out, and the process of national democratization will 
also be interrupted.

ANALYZE SOCLAL ORIGINS TO UNDERSTAND NATIONAL CONDITIONS

\Text] I feel that whether one starts from the objective reality, makes 
sctentific analyses by seeking the truth from the facts, understands the 
objective laws of social development and of realizing the socialist and commu- 
iiet ideals and formulates the lines and policies according to the objective 
awe is the fundamental dividing line between scientific socialism and utopian 
socialism or utopian communism. That Marxiem transformed socialism from fan- 
tasy to a scientific basis was precisely due to this reason. Before the found- 
ing of the nation, we summarized the experiences of our revolutionary practice 
of several decades and finally made our lines and policies compatible with our 
national conditions. Therefore, we won. After the founding of the nation, we 
also made great achievements, but why was it that in guidance work we often 
deviated from the national conditions’? Mainly it was not because anyone was 
unwilline to recognize the national conditions or subjectively wanted to 
deviate from them. Marxism tells us that man is the sum total of social rela- 
tions. When studying why we often deviated from the national conditions, we 
must also place the emphasis on analyzing our society. Before the founding of 
the new China, ours was a semi-feudal and semi-colonial society. Even though 
our nation, our class, i.e., the worker class, and our party were great, con- 
genital weaknesses existed in the structure. This fact in itseli was an impor- 
tant national condition and the social cause for our frequent deviation from 
the national conditions in guidance work. 


i. Without the least bit of doubt, ours is a great nation with many superior 
traditions. However, in our national structure before the founding of the 
nation, the peasantry constituted the overwhelming majority while in the ci- 
ties, the petit bourgeoisie predominated. This cannot but be considered a 
congenital weakness. China's peasants were mainly self-sufficient small pro- 
ducers closely linked with the feudal economy; therefore, they were bound to 
be fettered by the feudal ideology. What was even more important was that, as 
they had long been confined to small plots of land, they had a narrow outlook 
and a limited vision, and were backward in culture and knowledge and easily 
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satiafied with their old experiences, Asa a result, it waa difficult for them 
to pay seriovs attention to or understand scientifically the national condi- 
tions, With their atrong revolutionary spirit, China's peasants are our most 
reliable allies, This we must and should acknowledge. However, in terma of 
their self-sufficient essence, what they desire ia not scientific socialiam, 
but equality in wealth, This is easily linked with utopian communiam, viz., 

as long as there are no exploitation and oppression, even a return to primitive 
communiam is acceptable. As tor why socialiem will succeed, how to gain such 
success, etc,, they have no scientific and systematic understanding. There- 
fore, while the revolutionary spirit of China's peasants must be placed under 
the leadership of the proletariat and its political party during the time of 
seizing political power, after seizing political power, the peasants, apart 
from such leadership, will interpret socialiam according to their own mold. 

It will inevitably deviate from our national conditions as well as Marxism. 
Living in such a national structure, our worker class and our party cannot 
remain completely tree from the influence of such peasant mentality. Objec= 
tively they already deviated in certain aspects and during certain periods from 
our national conditions, yet subjectively they felt that they were pursuing a 
socialism adapted to them. For this reason, they were often tricked by enemies 
of every description. 





2. In terme of the structure of China s worker class, its natural Link with 
the peasants is its strong point, which is also its weakness. In China, 
workers of true working class parentage are few. A considerable number of them 
are converted from peasants. Thus, inevitably the conservatism, narrow-minded- 
ness, complacency and lack of ambition, and the desire for the absolute mean, 
absolute equality and absolute freedom of the self-sufficient peasantry and 
urban petit bourgeoisie are brought into the worker class ranks. Furthermore, 
living in a semi-colonial and semi-feudal society, the worker class could not 
but be influenced by the feudal and colonial ideologies, thereby restricting 
their understanding. In addition, as China's capitalism was not only undeve- 
loped, but backward, its bourgeoisie did not temper the worker class in modern 
large industry, its ruling class in the past did not leave to its worker class 
any precise and scientific data on the national conditions and its worker class 
had a very low educational level. All these factors contributed to the fact 
that it is not easy for China's worker clase to scientifically understand, ana- 
lyze and master the national conditions. 


3. In terms of the structure of our party, approximately 80 percent or more of 
our party members originated from peasant or urban petit bourgeois families, and 
few of them had a true industrial worker background. In addition, under the 
situation of inadequate theoretical preparations, our party had to lead the 
broad party members in practical and arduous revolutionary struggles. Due to 
their inadequate theoretical and ideological preparations in Marxism, especial- 
ly scientific socialism, the spontaneous utopian agrarian socialist thinking, 
the small producer ideology and the urban petit bourgeois mentality were easily 
brought into the party. The characteristics cf such ideologies are impatience 
and pessimism in times of difficulties and fervor and conceit in times of suc- 
cesses. Their narrow outlook, lack of foresight, constraint by old customs and 











old experiences and reluctance to experiment with reforms make them 
or impatient to make careful investigations and scientific analyses 
tive matters. The moment there is any success, they always want to 
atride and attain communisam in a hurry. All these are obstacles to 
ing the national conditions. 


That such congenital structural weaknesses are found in our nation,

[Text) A few days ago, I overheard 4 conversation between two youths in the 
bus. One said: “Who doesn't plan for himself? What's wrong with individual- 
iem’” The other said: “If a person doesn't look out for himself, Heaven and 
Earth will destroy him. tt is only fair and reasonable.” That this deapi- 
cable and sordid bourgeois maxim was actually uttered complacently from the 
mouth of a youth erowing up in the socialist new China under the red flag 
could not but make one ponder. 





Originally, whether in the years of the revolutionory war or in the fifties 
and early sixties after liberation, bourgeois individualism was found disguset- 
ing in our revolutionary ranks, and even in society, and denounced as “the 
root of all evil.” However, the 10-year calamity destroyed the mores of 
society and disrupted the line between right and wrong. In the minds of some 
people, including party members and leading cadres, individualism has become 
not so disgusting. Arguing over wages, squabbling over ranks, scheming for 
personal fame and position, and even benefiting the personal at the expense of 
the public and seeking private gain for oneself and one's family members and 
relatives by means of one's office and all kinds of connections have all become 
natural and legitimate, while being law-abiding, upholding the collective, 
sacrificing oneself for others and forgetting the personal for the public are 
considered stupid and upbraided as pedantic. As 4a result, such extreme indi- 
vidualist guiding principle of conduct as “if a person does not look out for 
himself, Heaven and Earth will destroy him" has actually become the tenet of 
some people. Is individualism, especially extreme individualism, right’ Is 
it legitimate in our revolutionary ranks and the Communist Party’ There is 
indeed the necessity to clarify thinking, distinguish the right and wrong, and 
bring order out of chaos and make a thorough overhaul in ideology. 


The Marxist principle telis us that the superstructure, including ideology, is 
determined by the economic foundation. As an ideology, individualism is a 
reflection of the production relationship under the production means private 
ownership system. In a capitalist society, the bourgeoisie utilizes the 











preduction meane owned by it to cruelly exploit and plunder the blood and 

sweat of the workers and builds its happiness on the misery of others. Such 
economic relationship determines that the core of the bourgeois ideology is 
s@eking only profits and benefiting oneself at the expense of others, and that 
it is extreme individualiam, In the capitaliat society of man-eat=man, the 
life philosophy of the bourgeoisie is indeed “if a person does not look out 

for himeelf, Heaven and Earth will destroy him," “never get up early if there 
is no profit,” and “human feelings are paper-thin,” while our socialist society, 
founded on the production means public ownership system, hae eliminated the 
phenomenon of man exploiting man, and follows the path of laboring together 

and prospering together. Reflected in ideology, it is inevitably collectiviem, 
placing the interest of the collective above everything. Even though we still 
follow the socialist principle of to each according to his labor and more labor 
more pay at the present stage, our party has always persistently educated the 
people and the young and adult with the communist ideological system. In the 
fifties and early sixties, such collective thinking as devotion to the collec- 
tive, upholding public interest, observing the revolutionary discipline, unity 
and friendship, and mutual help was indeed the guiding principles of action of 
the broad masses. Our superior social trend won the commendations of the whole 
world. 


We can thus see that the bourgeois individualist ideology is basically incom 
patible with our socialist system and contradictory to the communist ideology 
which guides our conduct. It seriously corrupts the cadres and masses, espe-~ 
cially the young and adult, fosters the unhealthy trends in the party, dissi- 
pates the morale of the revolutionary ranks and seriously blocks the progress 
of our revolutionary and construction causes. If it develops further, it will 
inevitably lead to the stage of benefiting oneself at the expense of others 
and fattening che personal at the expense of the public, even to the criminal 
path of degeneration, corruption and theft, speculation and profiteering, and 
violation of law and discipline, thereby damaging the state, others and one- 
self.

FEUDALISM, CAPITALISM, PETTY BOURGEOIS IDEAS CRITICIZED

[Text] A talk about this subject should be based on a premise. That premise is 
that the Chinese people owe their success in overthrowing the three big mountains-- 
imperialism, feudalism and bureaucrat capitaliesm--and their complete victory in the 
new democratic revolution to the leadership of the Chinese Communist Party and the 
efforts by the proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation, as well as 28 
years of their heroic struggle. On the basis of the originally semi-colonial and 
semi-feudal and extremely backward economy, our country then devoted the next 31 
years to eliminating the exploiting classes and fulfilling the transformation of 
the means of production into public ownership. Furthermore, nearly 400,000 indus- 
trial and communications enterprises were built to increase the nation's fixed 
industrial assets by twentyfold over the level of the early days after liberation, 
and a large number of skilled workers were trained, along with nearly 10 million 
experts, so that a more comprehensive industrial and national economic system 
could be built. If we lose sight of this fact and if we do not take a positive look 
at it, we will take a negative attitude toward the leadership of the party and the 
great fruits reaped by the Chinese people at the cost of countless amounts of blood 
and at the expense of hard labor. It is not surprising, however, that under cer- 
tain complicated circumstances or for various other reasons, a revolutionary poli- 
tical party may commit mistakes in one way or another. But the problem is that 

we must be good at summing up our experiences. A review of the new democratic re- 
volutionary struggle and the socialist revolution and construction led by our party 
will lead us to clearly see that among the mistakes we have committed, those com- 
mitted by the leftists lasted longer than those committed by the rightists. Dur- 
ing the late stage of the Great Revolution, the erroneous rightist line led by 
Chen Duxiu, which dominatec the Party Central Committee during the first half of 
1927, eventually led the Great Revolution to defeat. During the early stage of the 
war of resistance against Japan, Wang Ming's attitude toward Chiang Kai-shek was a 
reflection of right-deviationist capitulation. He asserted that “everything 
should go through the united front" and “everything should be submitted to the 
united front." Consequently, a disaster occurred in south Anhui--the New Fourth 
Army Headquarters there was almost wiped out. This was indeed a painful lesson. 

Of course, this was only a part of the whole story. The entire party under the 
leadership of the Party Central Committee headed by Chairman Mao followed a correct 
path in leading the war of resistance against Japan to great victory. 
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During the Democratic Revolution period, the left mistakes occurred three times. 
The first mistake lasted from the opening of the enlarged session of the Party 
Central Committee held in November '927 to April 1928. During this period, the 
leading organs of the Party Central Committee were dominated by the left putechist 
line. The second mistake lasted from the late half of 1929 to April of 1930. It 
resulted from Comrade Li Lisan's promotion of the “left” deviationist line. The 
third left deviation initiated by Wang Ming during the Democratic Revolution period 
did the greatest damage to our party. It began with the opening of the Fourth 
Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Central Committee held in January 1931 and ended 
at the Zunyi meeting held in January 1935. In these 4 years, nearly 90 percent of 
the forces in the revolutionary base areas were lost, and 100 percent of the forces 
in the Kuomintang-controlled areas were wiped out. It was the Zunyi meeting that 
saved the Chinese revolution from defeat. From then on, the Chinese people, under 
the leadership of the Party Central Committee headed by Chairman Mao, advanced 
triumphantly, and eventually won complete victory in the Democratic Revolution and 
in the struggle against imperialiem, feudaliem and bureaucrat capitaliem, and found- 
ed a new nation under the people's democratic dictatorship. 


Although the economy in our country developed greatly following liberation, we 

could have achieved greater success but for the interference of leftist mistakes. 

In 1958, the economic construction was accelerated after we broke through the Soviet 
pattern and followed the Chinese path in developing the economy. This was a correct 
action. But the problem was that some unreasonable demands were put forward without 
taking into account the actual conditions. For example, a steel output of 10.7 
million tons was proposed in 1958 to double China's 1957 stee! output of 5.35 million 
tons. Soon a nationwide movement to make steel was underway, causing a great loss 
to the nation. Later, a people's commune movement calling for practice in "equali- 
tarianiesm and transfer of manpower, land and other property from one unit to another 
swept through the land. As a result, the communist wind and pompous workstyle pre- 
vailed, causing great damage to agricultural production. This influence of the left 
continued for 3 years. The consequence was a seriously disproportionate development 
of the national economy and an extremely difficult life for the people. A step-by- 
step revival and development of the national economy did not come until the early 
1960's, when the Party Central Committee proposed a policy of “readjustment, con- 
solidation, replenishment and improvement." The "Great QGultural devolution” was a 
great disaster to our country. On the economic front alone--not to mention the 
serious political damage--beginning from 1970, although the rate of accumulation ex- 
ceeded 30 percent, the resources on the capital construction front were overextended, 
returns on investment were very low, and improvements in the people's livelihood be- 
came impossible. From 1974 to 1976, as a result of interference and sabotage by 

the “gang of four,” the nation suffered a lose of 100 billion yuan in terms of the 
value of industrial output, produced 28 million tons less of steel, and lost 40 
billion yuan in revenue, placing the national economy in danger of bankruptcy. After 
the downfall of the “gang of four," logical steps should have been taken to gradually 
rehabilitate and develop the economy. However, during the past 2 years, nothing has 
been done to get rid of the influence of the left; the guiding thought of the left 
continued to be applied in the planning of the national economy; a desire to achieve 
quick results led to the adoption of some too ambitious and unrealistic slogans and 
objectives. The result was that the scale of capital construction which was already 
beyond the power of the country to finance was expended again; a new adventure was 
underway; and the national economy suffered greater damage than ever as a result of 
its disproportionate development. A turning point for the better did not come until 
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the Party Central Committee proposed a new eight-character readjustment policy at the 
Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee. But even today, some com- 
rades still do not truly understand the Party Central Committee's readjustment policy. 
Nor have they worked hard for its implementation. The tricky thought of the left 
seems to be an important factor behind this development. 


Why did our party so easily fall prey to the leftist mistakes? In this connection, 
an analysis of the party members of different origins is necessary. As early as 
November 1928, Comrade Zhou Enlai wrote an article entitled "Resolutely Eliminate 
All Non-proletarian Ideas." In that article, he pointed out: The Chinese Communist 
Party was born in the wake of the 4 May Movement. At that time, there was no other 
revolutionary political party except for the Huomintang--a group of bureaucrats and 
politicians. This was why many aggressive petty bourgeois elements joined our party. 
After the First Great Revolution suffered defeats, our party shifted the focus of 
ite struggle to the countryside, where peasants grew to 75 percent of its member- 
ship. Meanwhile, the influence of the petty bourgeois ideas also grew considerably 
within the party. On the eve of the victory of the war of resistance against Japan, 
in an article entitled "On the Party,” Comrade Liu Shaoqi further pointed out this 
problem by saying: "Today, the main force of our party is located in the country- 
side. Intellectuals of peasant and petty bourgeois origin are in the majority and 
workers in the minority within the ranks of our party. Today, this and other factors 
in our party will naturally trigger a series of important problems. This being the 
case, the ideology of small producers will be reflected in the party. Even the 
bourgeois and feudal class ideologies will frequently be conveyed to the party 
through the expressions of its members of petty bourgeois origin. These are social 
roots of subjectivism, sectarianism, stereotyped styles of writing within the party, 
and political and organizational opportunism that have found their way into our 
party. 


Have such factors undergone changes since liberation? Changes have taken place in 
this connection. Since its movement into the cities, our party has concentrated 

its efforts on recruiting its members from among the people of working class origin. 
But the special characteristic of the petty bourgeoisie that existed in our party 
membership could not be totally converted. The reason is that ours is a country 
with peasants making up 80 peicent or more of its population; in the cities, origin- 
ally, there were only a few workers; although the working class ranks have grown 
rapidly during the past 30 years or more, a great number of petty bourgeois elements 
have migrated into the cities, some of whom have also joined the party, bringing 
with them petty bourgeois ideas. Of course, the nature of the party is determined 
by its program and guiding thought. Our party is the vanguard of the proletariat. 
Since its program is to struggle for the realization of communism and its guiding 
thought is Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, it has been able to continuously 
transform a great number of its members of petty bourgeois origin into truly ad- 
vanced proletarian elements capable of leading the people throughout the country to 
advance from victory to victory. But the influence of the petty bourgeois ideology 
over our party cannot be ignored, an ideology which has been responsible for the 
commission of right and especially "left" mistakes by the party. 


In the capitalist as well as the Chinese semi-colonial and semi-feudal societies, 
the petty bourgeoisie and the peasantry are only transient classes and will sooner 
or later be split up into something else. Except for an extremely small number 

who are moving closer and closer toward the bourgeoisie, the rest of them will go 








broke and join the proletarian ranks, With regard to their special characteristics, 
Lenin pointed out: “Because the emall private proprietors or small owners of busi- 
ness (a type of social stratum that widely existe in many European countries) have 
been victime of constant oppression under the capitalist system, their fortune may 
deteriorate drastically and suddenly until they go broke. For thie reason, they 
can be converted into revolutionary extremists although they can exhibit no sense 
of resilience, organization, discipline and firmness. Like anarchists, emell pro- 
prietors who can be driven to the verge of madness by capitalism are a social phe- 
nomenon inherent in all forms of capitalism." Although 31 years have passed since 
the founding of new China and the exploiting classes have been eliminated, feudalism, 
capitaliem and petty bourgeois ideas still exist. Particularly true are the petty 
bourgeois ideas which are still expressed by some of our comrades. They have ob- 
served everything subjectively and one-sidedly; they hate to assess the situation 
from the objective point of view and in an all-round manner; they often mistake 
subjective wishes, thinking and feelings for reality, and view one aspect of truth 
as truth itself and part as whole. They are narrow-minded, undisciplined, aloof 
and conservative just as the small producers are. This is why some comrades have 
lost patience with regard to the long-term efforts in revolution and construction, 
and have shown great interest in the "left" revolutionary terms and slogans. Is 

it true that the mistakes committed by the leftists are actually a manifestation of 
this particular form of ideology? Is it also true that those guiding thoughts of 
the left divorced from reality are actually a reflectionof such ideology on the cur- 
rent economic construction? For example, some comrades have disregarded the needs 
and possibilities of objective reality and have imposed their subjective wishes 

on others when they set some production quotas too high to be fulfilled in an at- 
tempt to accelerate the economic construction, and when they blindly expanded the 
scale of capital construction. Another example is that some comrades have taken in- 
to account the interests of their own localities and units rather than the overall 
interests when they blindly tried to win investment and material support for them- 
selves, and when they made hasty decisions on some capital construction projects 
from the viewpoint of small producers rather than by means of scientific calcula- 
tion. For this reason, in our efforts to assess damage to our party caused by the 
"leftists," and in our special endeavor to unify the thinking of the entire party 
behind the party's current read‘ .stment policy, we should assume the important re- 
sponsibility to criticize not only feudalism and capitalism but also petty bourgeois 
ideas as well. Only by arming ourselves with the proletarian ideology and by com- 
ing to grips with the fact that ours is a vast, poor, populous and economically 
weak country with 1 billion population, 800 million of whom are peasants, can we 
achieve unity on the basis of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought and raise our 
political consciousness and overcome reckless adventurism on the current work of 
readjustment and on the economic construction that Lies ahead.

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN DEMOCRACY AND CENTRALISM EXPOUNDED

[Text] That democratic centralism is our party's organizational principle was 
stipulated at the 1927 Central Politburo conference in early party building. 
The constitution passed at the 7th Party Congress in 1945 clarified it as 
“centralism on the foundation of democracy and democracy under centralized 
leadership (subsequently changed to guidance)." For several decades, it pro- 
duced an important impact in launching the intra-party democratic life and 
maintaining the -arty's centralized unity and in seizing revolutionary vic- 
tories. In pursuing the four modernization construction today, we must con- 
tinue to uphold and implement the principle of democratic centralism before we 
can further reinforce and improve the party's leadership, maintain a high de- 
gree of its centralized unity and complete the further readjustment of the 
national economy with one heart and one mind. 


The principle of democratic centralism requires that the individual obey the 
organization, the minority obey the majority, the lower level obey the higher 
level and the party obey the Party Central Committee. It contains both demo- 
cracy and centralism. In our intra-party life, the election of the leadership 
organs of the various levels by the membership masses according to their own 
choices is democracy, while the performance of their duties and functions and 
the handling of the various party affairs by the leadership organs of the 
various levels are centralism. The extensive and full discussion of the party's 
lines and policies by the membership masses is democracy, while the uncondi- 
tional and firm implementation of the party's lines and policies, once decided 
on and made into resolutions, by each and every party member is centralism. 
Mviously, democracy and centralism each has its definite implications, and the 
two are distinguishable yet related. Their organic integration is "centralism 
on the foundation of democracy and democracy under centralized guidance." 


"Centra'ism on the foundation of democracy" stresses the dependence of cen- 
tralism on democracy. As democracy is the foundation of centralism, centralism 
compatible with the actual situation will only emerge in the course of fully 
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developing democracy. The party's lines and policies can only be formulated 
after full deliberation and discussion in the party and after pooling the 
wisdom of the masses, The party's disciplines and guiding principles can only 
be enforced after their acceptance and passage by the broad party members, ft 
fully indicates the importance of democracy to centralism. The so-called 
"centralism"” severed from democracy, or even suppressing it, can only be call- 
ed despotism, not true centralism. Two things of entirely different essences, 
despotism is anti-democratic and a negation of democracy, while centralism 
relies on democracy and emerges on the foundation of democracy. The two must 
not be lumped together. 


"Democracy under centralized guidance" stresses the dependence of democracy on 
centralism. Emerging on the democratic foundation, such centralism represents 
the will and interest of the majority, and must be commonly observed and firm- 
ly obeyed by the entire party. Even the minority which disagrees must also 
obey. In this sense, the minority obeying the majority is a concrete embodi- 
ment of the guiding effect of centralism on democracy. Without such necessary 
obedience, it will be impossible for the perty to have a united will and take 
united actions, and it will have no strength. If we negate the guiding effect 
of centralism on democracy, we will be negating not only the necessity of cen 
tralism, but also democracy itself. If the lower level organizations and indi- 
vidual party members do not thoroughly implement the party's lines and poli- 
cies, each going his own way, the consequences will be inconceivable. It will 
only lead to the collapse of the party organization, the disintegration of the 
party life and the weakening of the party's fighting strength, all the way to 
the state of extreme democracy and anarchism. 


Obviously, "“centralism on the foundation of democracy and democracy under cen- 
tralized guidance" are two sides which are mutually linked and interdependent. 
In implementing the party's democratic centralism, we should properly integrate 
them. One should say that, after smashing the "gang of four," especially since 
the party's Third Plenary Session, intra-party democracy and socialist demo- 
cracy have made a great progress, but in terms of the demands of the general 
task in the new historical era, they are still inadequate, and the democratic 
spirit and intelligence and wisdom of the entire party and entire nation must 
be further developed. As for the concern that stressing the party's central- 
ized unity and the guiding effect of centralism on democracy will lead to a 
State of blind obedience, it is apparently superfluous. Since centralism on a 
democratic foundation is supported and endorsed by the majority, obeying cen- 
tralized guidance, in terms of the majority, is conscious, not blind. As for 
organizing the minority which cannot see the light on certain issues,to obey, 
it is also the action of Communist Party members in consciously implementing 
the party's resolutions, not a manifestation of blind obedience. 


There is also another view: Stressing the party's centralized unity and 
upholding “democracy under centralized guidance” may be utilized as a theore- 
tical basis to enforce tyranny and negate democracy. The comrades holding this 
view have confused such actions as one man's say and patriarchy with cen- 
tralized guidance of democracy. Actually, tyranny is a vestige of feudal au- 
tocracy an’ has nothing in common with our party's democratic centralism. The 
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principle of democratic centralism demands that in our party, before democratic 
discussions in the party and before being made into party resolutions or docu- 
ments, the theories and views of any individual, even a high level cadre, can- 
not be deemed directives or "personal orders." Meanwhile, after democratic 
discussions, sup, lementations and revisions in the party and after being made 
into resolutions or documents, we must no longer consider such theories and 
views, even if they came from individuals, as personal theories and views, but 
must regard them as party directives, consciously accepting their guidance, 
obeying them unconditionally and implementing them firmly. 


Today, we are in the process of implementing the policy of further readjusting 
the national economy. Only by adhering to democratic centralism will we be 
able to assure its smooth realization. Thus, on the foundation of continuing 
to develop intra-party democracy and the socialist democracy and fully activat- 
ing the enthusiasm of the entire party and all races in the nation, we must 
profoundly recognize the guiding effect of centralism on democracy and cons- 
ciously uphold a high degree of the party's centralized unity. A collection 
of the wisdom of the entire party and entire people, the Party Central Commit- 
tee's momentous policy of further readjusting the economy and further stabi- 
lizing the political situation naturally becomes the guiding principle of ac- 
tion of the entire Communist Party membership and the party organizations of 
all levels. Words and acts contrary to the Party Central Committee's lines 
and policies are violations of the party's democratic centralism and impermis- 
sible by party discipline. Precisely as stated by Comrade Liu Shaoqi, "our 
party can have only one policy, one line, not several policies, several lines.

By studying the “code,” members of the standing committee came to understand that 
the style of party organizations and party members has much to do with the county 
committee leading group's style of work and that the Standing Committee must take 
the lead. This is what the Standing Committee has done since last year, more 
consciously since last September when the new leading group was set up. All 10 
Standing Committee members studied the “code” with party members and conducted 
criticism and self-criticism. In addition, they separately led democratic lives. 
They criticized those comrades who used the office car for personal purposes and 
occupied more housing. The Standing Committee also drew up eight rules for 
correcting party style and implemented the rules with fine results. For example 
to uphold the system of combining collective leadership with individual division 
of labor, they worked collectively once a week, exchanged views on problems, held 
discussions and made decisions together. This increased their efficiency. During 
the past months, except for one or two remaining on duty in the office, 6 or 7

Jin Renyqing [6855 0088 1987], a graduate of Beijing College of 
Finance and Economics and chief of the finance section newly elected to the leading 
group, has often gone to the grassroots level. in the brigades and production 
teams visited he often gave party lessons to party members and together with them 
studied the “code” and examined unhealthy tendencies. Since last year, all members 








of the Standing Committee have followed the rulee: do not “enter by the back 
door" when arranging for their children to get jobs, go to a higher achool or 

join the army; no welcome or farewell parties for cadres who are transferred; no 
m@ale provided for those attending meetings. Recently, when cultural and art 
groups came from other provinces and municipalities to Yongeheng to give performances, 
the complimentary tickete sent to members of the Standing Committee were returned, 
Some Standing Committee members studied agricultural techniques in addition to 
political theory, listened to suggestions made by the personnel of the agricultural 
section and popularized scientif.c and technical resulte, Accepting a proposal 
made by the personnel of the agricultural section, the county committee popularized 
the use of hybrid corn over 60,000 mu, hybrid rice over 20,000 mu, and fine 
varieties of seeds over 170,000 mu. As a result, a rich harvest wae gathered in 
the county area. At the end of last year, the Standing Committee printed a dis- 
tribution copies to party branches at the grassroots level. These were tranemit- 
ted to all Communist Party members in the county, who were asked to exercise 
supervision over the county committee,

MORE OPPORTUNITIES FOR HIGHER EDUCATION BADLY NEEDED

[Text] For the purpose of implementing the four mdernizations, we must, in the 
next 20 years, cultivate and educate a few generations to adhere to the socialist 
road, to carry out the principles and policies of the party, and to create a rich 
material civilization and a lofty spiritual civilization. With a view to doing 
a good job in education, it is therefore the youngsters who not only should be 
asked to master mdern skills of labor and management, but especially should be 
asked to adhere to the correct political line for a long time to come. 


In October 1979, BEIJING WEEKLY carried excerpts of a report by Vice Premier 
Chen Muhua in which it was mentioned: At present in our country, 6 percent of 
school-age children are not able to enter elementary schools, 12 percent of 
elementary school graduates are not able to enter junior middle schools, 50 
percent of junior middle school graduates are not able to enter senior middle 
schools, and 95 percent of senior middle school graduates are not able to enter 
universities and colleges. That is to say, only 2 percent of the youngsters 
have an opportenity to receive a higher education. 


Based on data from random samplings of censuses conducted in partial areas of 
our country both in 1975 and 1978, it is calculated that in 1980, the number of 
youngsters and children under 18 years of age is as follows:

We can see from this table that in 1980, there were some 322.6 million children 
and youngsters ranging from 6 to 18 years of age. They were born at a time when 
the birthrate was at an unprecedented high in the history of our country. An 
average 24.8 million of these persons are of the same age. That is to say, during 
the 13 years from 1980 to 1993, there will be on an average 24 million youngsters 
who will enter society each year. If in the years to come, there is no big 
increase in enrollment in institutions of higher learning in our country and 

the enrollment in institutions of higher learning in our country and the enroll- 
ment is kept at a level of around 300,000 each year, only 1.25 percent of the 
total number of youngsters will have an opportunity to receive a higher education. 
Even if the enrollment of 500,000 students in technical secondary schools each 
year is added in, the number of students who will be able to receive a professional 
education at secondary level and above will still be limited to 313 percent of the 
total number of youngsters. This obviously is too small a proportion to carry 

out the four modernizations. 


At present, the average life expectancy of the popuiation of our country is 68.23 
years. Following the development of the socialist cause, the average lifespan 

of the population is expected to be prolonged. That is to say, the average life- 
span of the present youngsters will be over 70. In a period of more than 10 
years from now, if we do not devote major efforts to developing education, there 
will be nearly 20 million illiterates, 36.4 million persons only at the level of 
elementary school graduate, 133,4 million persons who will be unable to enter 
junior middle schools but merely will receive an education at sub-junior middle 
school level, and 311.9 million persons who will not be able to have any 
opportunity to receive a professional secondary education and above when persons 
born between the years of 1962 and 1974 enter society. It is unthinkable to 

rely on such a composition of the population to build a modernized nation, because 
this population of more than 300 million people is the main force to build China 
into a mdern socialist country in the next 20 to WO years. 


It is reported that 40 percent of the youngsters in Japan are admitted to 
universities and colleges to receive a higher professional education. If we 
could enroll 10 percent of our youngsters in universities and colleges, we would 
have to enroll 2.4 million students each year, which would be equal to nine 
times today's figure. If we hoped to enable 20 percent of our youngsters to 
receive a higher education in 1990, we would have to enroll 4.8 million students 
each year 10 years later! In order to achieve this goal, enrollment in 
universities and colleges should be increased 35 percent each year within the 
next 10 years. In other words, enrollment in universities and colleges should 
be increased by an average of 370,000 students each year, How a critical and 
arduous task this is!

In the 10 years from 1953 through 1962, an average of 17 million children were 
born each year. The overwhelming majority of them have now entered society. 
During the past 10 years, our society accepted an average of 16 million new 
members of the labor force each year. In the coming 13 years, an average of 

24 million workers must be accepted each year--an increase of 8 million persons 
each year in comparison with the past. This serious fact does not always 
attract the sufficient attention of the people, and it especially is not brought 
to the full attention of the planning and education departments. All questions 
left over from the Great Cultural Revolution can be settled with a few years 
except for the one pertaining to educating a population of mre than 300 million 
persons born during the period of “unrestricted birth"; this problem will need 
scores of years to be solved completely. We have to look reality in the face 
and work out measures in order to redouble our efforts to correct and remedy the 
mistakes of the past. 


For the purpose of implementing the four modernizations, the percentage of 
persons in the total population receiving a professional education at secondary 
level and above must be raised. The figures listed above indicate that if the 
enrollment cannot be doubled within the next few years, the percentage of 
persons receiving a professional education at the secondary level and above 

is destined to decline. Therefore we must adopt drastic measures to bring about 
a radical change in the situation. 


Given the circumstance that tne state is not able to put large funds into 
education, can the number of students admitted to professional schools at 
secondary level and above be increased step by step? In the light of experiences 
accumulated in foreign nations, and based on the real situation in our country, 
it absolutely is possible. Possible measures are: 


l. To change the practice that all students must be boarders into a system that 
basically calls for students to attend day schools, in order to solve the 
difficult problem of dormitory shortages. 


2. To change the system of having only one class per day into a system of two 
shifts per day, in order to fully utilize existing classroom and laboratory 
facilities and allow two groups of students to attend classes and to do labora- 
tory tests in a day. In so doing, the number of students can immediately be 
doubled. Since such a school system has long been adopted by many schools in 








the Soviet Union, in Eastern Europe, and even in certain West European countries, 
we should be able to do so. 


3. To engage part-time teachers from scientific and research units, business 
enterprises, or even the military services to replenish shortages of teachers. 
Practice proved that if proper arrangements are made for scientific and 
technical personnel to act as part-time teachers in universities and colleges 

or in technical secondary schools, it will not only do no harm to their own jobs, 
but on the contrary will help improve their professional standards. 


4. To change the educational system by which students are not required to pay 
tuition fees. In order to cut down on state expenses and to do more work and 
educate more students with limitea funds, it is necessary to put into practice 

a system whereby partial tuition should be paid. Some schools may also practice 
either a system requiring students to pay tuition fees in full or a work-study 
program. 


5. To set up evening universities and colleges in cities having convenient 
transportation facilities. A fixed tuition fee is to be collected for the purpose 
of replenishing shortages of funds. 


6. To reinstate and set up additional correspondence schools. Correspondence 
departments should be established in each university or college, 


7. To change the system whereby only on-the-job workers are accepted by television 
universities and colleges. These television universities and colleges should be 
open to senior middle school graduates. Youngsters should be encouraged to Listen 
to lectures by watching television at home. Especially for professions requiring 
no scientific laboratories, it is still possible to guarantee unquestionable 
quality and quantity in teaching. 


Of course, if the condition of our national economy permits, educational expendi- 
tures should be increased year after year and mre technical secondary schools 
and universities and colleges should be established in order to enable more 
youngsters to receive the requisite professional education. 


According to the existing population policy of our country, there will be a decline 
in the birthrate from now on. If it is possible to put into practice within 3 

to 5 years the policy of each woman being restricted to give birth to only one 
child all over the country, then an average of 12 million new babies will be born 
each year in the next 10-odd years. If enrollment in universities and colleges 

can be increased step by step to 2 million students each year within the next 10 
years, around 20 percent of the youngsters will be able to receive a higher 
education 20 years later. 


We must also notice with a sober mind that even though enrollment in universities 
and colleges can be increased to | million each year within a short period of 
time, more than 96 percent of the youngsters still will not be able to receiver 

a higher education.

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TEACHING, GUIDANCE IN HIGHER EDUCATION STRESSED 
Strengthen Teaching

Strengthened" ] 


[Text] In recent years, most institutions of higher learning have achieved 
definite advancement in restoring and developing their operations; the orderly 
progress of teaching and the change of atmosphere in study, in particular, have 
been both profound and heartening. But we can't help seeing that, along with 
the development of construction of our four mdernizations, the demand for 
quality personnel on the various fronts has become more and mre strict. 
Against this demand, the teaching performance at many institutions of higher 
learning looks rather ill adjusted. Here we would like to discuss our views 
respecting certain questions of a common character today. 


1. Strengthen the ranks of teachers in the first line of teaching. Teaching 
practice over long periods has indicated that guaranteeing the number and 
proportion of core teachers in the first line of teaching is a link of foremost 
importance in assuring the quality of teaching. But from the situation in 
Liaoning Province, we can see that since the beginning of this year there has 
been a conspicuous trend toward a decrease in the number of core teachers in the 
first line of teaching at a considerable proportion of the institutions in 
question. According to the statistics of some institutions, professors carrying 
out teaching tasks in the first line make up only slightly more than 10 percent 
of total teaching personnel, and lecturers make up only slightly more than 30 
percent of their total. Some students say, "The professors do not teach, and 
the lecturers do not lecture." The main cause leading to this state of affairs 
consists of two parts: One is that when the teachers appraise their tasks 

and duties, they have adopted an uneven policy in stressing scientific research 
at the expense of teaching and stressing their professional level at the expense 
of a labor attitude. This has resulted in many core teachers wishing only to 
handle scientific research and to write papers, but not to take up teaching 
chores. Some even think that “handling scientific research is accumulation, 
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while dealing with teaching chores is merely consumption,” The other part is 
that the number of teachers going out to take up concurrent teaching is rather 
great, and their burdens are rather heavy. There have been no plane and no 
Control in this regard, and this has resulted in the unbalanced appraisal of 
suffering and pleasure and a gap in income between teaching at one's own 
institution and doing concurrent teaching elsewhere, with the upshot that a 
phenomenon has appeared whereby some institutions do not know how best to arrange 
their teaching schedules. We are of the opinion that changing this situation 
quickly is an urgently needed task in our teaching undertakings. It should be 
possible for institutions to deploy more professors and lecturers on the first 
line of teaching. In order to achieve this, a series of corresponding policies 
and regulations must be adopted to provide guarantees: (1) When teachers 
appraise their tasks and duties, they must give equal treatment to contributions 
in teaching and results of scientific research, encourage the vast ranks of 
teachers to concentrate their minds on teaching work and on carrying out research 
in their teaching undertakings, and, in conjunction with their teaching practice, 
to write more research papers on the teaching aspect. When performance and 
promotion are appraised from now on, research papers on teaching and papers on 
scientific research should be given equal weight. At the same time, there should 
also be a comprehensive consideration of the teacher's labor attitude and his 
degree of accomplishment at his primary tasks. In the case of those whose 
teaching results and accomplishment of institutional tasks are outstanding, there 
should be some demonstration of spiritual encouragement, material reward, and 
promotion in rank and salary and measures of the like. (2) Uniform control over 
teachers going out to undertake concurrent teaching must be strengthened. The 
institutions must on the one hand encourage the vast ranks of teachers to make 
greater contributions to the training of talented persons for the construction of 
our four modernizations, on the premise of first of all accomplishing their 
primary work, and on the other hand change the existing state of teaching under- 
takings in which work outside one's own institution is stressed while work at 
one's own institution is neglected, with no plaus and no control whatsoever. 

Our full-time higher institutions should assure the quality of teaching for 

their undergraduates; they should make overall planning as to the interrelation 
between teaching, scientific research, advanced study, and concurrent teaching. 
For this reason, they should formulate a corresponding set of control measures. 
For instance, teachers undertaking concurrent teaching outside their own 
institutions must be subject to a uniform arrangement by the instructional 
administration departments of the institutions; the amount of work should be 
similarly calculated in concurrent teaching as well as in teaching at one's 

own institution; award money should be given according to the same standard to 
whoever exceeds the fixed amount of work; etc. 


2. Strengthen the teaching of laboratory classes. According to our teaching 
outline requirements, most of our institutions still cannot give all the 
laboratory courses required today; this is a problem that should warrant our 
earnest attention. From the 36 universities in Liaoning Province, we can see 


that institutions generally can only provide 50 to 60 percent of the courses 
required by the outline, The difficulties experienced by about one-fourth of 
the institutions are especially great, as they can provide only about 20 to 30 
percent, Many problems still exist in the portion of laboratory courses already 














provided: laboratory instruments and equipment are old and bach oord, up to 10 
to 20 years behind those of corresponding departments of production in general; 
laboratories are too emall and too crowded; prepared setupa of experiments 

fall seriously short, with the result that certain experiments which should 

have been operated by individuals are being changed to ones operated by teams, 
Measures must be adopted to change situations such as these as soon as possible. 


In the meantime, teaching in laboratory classes at present seeks mostly to test 
and prove theories; it consists of repetitions of the successful experiments of 
others in the past. Such experiments are useful in training the students’ actual 
operational capability, but they play a rather limited role in fostering 
student's creativity and their independent capability to design their own 
experiments. Efforts should be made to continue to explore in practice and 
change this kind of teaching. 


The contingent of experimentalists is an important part of the ranks of teachers 
and scientific researchers; we must pay attention to the work of realizing 
pertinent policies and training and improvement in respect to this contingent, 
and gradually establish the ranks of competent and serviceable experimentalists 
themselves. 


3, Strengthen the leadership ranks in teaching and give full play to the role of 
the functional departments. Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee, the focus of work of most of our institutions has gradually 
been shifted to the course, with teaching as its central orientation. But there 
are also certain institutions which even up to this day still have not put 
teaching work in its rightful position. The main reflection in this regard is: 
the institutional president who is in charge of teaching work cannot spare his 
energy to grasp teaching. Teachers and students at some institutions have 
reported: "The energies of the leaders of our institutions have all been 
absorbed in ‘two appraisals and one distribution’ (meaning appraisal of wages, 
appraisal of tasks and duties, and distribution of housing)." As the teaching 
command system is thus in an unsound state and does not perform its function, 

the spirit above cannot be carried out below and the opinions below cannot be 
reflected upward; it does not guide, and dares not support, the enthusiasm of the 
masses with respect to teaching reform. In order to change this situation quickly, 
we must first of all change the practice of making no distinction between the 
party and the administration and earnestly strengthen the ranks of the 
institutions’ administrative leadership. The institutions must establish an 
administrative command system in teaching headed by the institutional president, 
making sure that the president, who is in charge of teaching work, an spend his 
principal energies on the organization and guidance of teaching even while his 
other chores may be reduced as much as possible, To have experts serve as 
presidents and vice presidents is an important measure for strengthening the 
leadership ranks in teaching and is beneficial to the changing of the intellectual 
structure of the leading groups of universities. But when candidates are 
selected, priority must be given to the consideration of their capabilities 

in teaching organization and management, and this selection must not depend 
solely on their contributions and reputation in the professional realm, The 
point is to use them according to a full appraisal of their talents, Next, 














an inetitution's instructional administration departments must be very competent; 
this is the organizational guarantee as to whether or not the president can play 
his fullest role, Competent cadres well versed in teaching organivation and 
mMifagement should be deployed in such departments, and they must be susceptible 
to flexible adjustment and direction, They must understand the conditions 
below, and must serve as good advisers to the president. Attention must also be 
paid to policies concerning these cadres themselves, in order to encourage them 
to become management experts. Thirdly, an institution's other departments must 
also establish the idea of serving teaching. Nonsensical wrangling must be 
prevented, so that the whole institution, Like a machine, can operate around 
teaching ae its central Link. 





4. Actively develop research work on teaching. According to surveys conducted 
by some institutions, in our universities at present, both teaching and study 
still seriously lack adaptability. With regard to teaching, most teachers still 
keep to “impartation” method: they are used to "tranamitting™ work and not good 
at "“inepiring" work. With regard to study, most students do not show enough 
initiative; they are accustomed to being “fed" by their teachers and are not 
good at "making a living.” If this is allowed to continue, the students we 
train will lack creativity and find it hard to respond to the “information 
explosion” situation, 


Teaching and study have their own laws. In order to do a good job of organizing 
teaching and study, we must, apart from fairly profound professional achieve- 
ments, cultivate certain educational theories and be good at pedagogical methods 
and principles. This makes it necessary for educational workers to study 
pedagogics well in order to examine and improve our teaching methods from the high 
level of fostering the pioneers of the future new realms of science, and for them 
to adopt the strongpoints of various countries of the world, to make a determined 
effort in intellectual development, and to enable the students we train to 
acquire an ample capability in studying independently, in doing their own think- 
ing, in conducting their own experiments, and organizing and managing their own 
affairs, and also to possess an advanced, renovative spirit so that they can 
successfully adapt to the rapidly advancing developments in the realm of science 
and technology and the situation in which "the rate of depreciation” of knowledge 
is becoming faster and faster and its “cycle of obsolescence” is becoming shorter 
and shorter. 


All universities should establish organs to do research in teaching, list the 
improvement of teaching methods and the enhancing of teaching quality as 
important projects in their respective scientific research work, and mobilize 
every teacher, especially old teachers, to carry out theoretical and practical 
explorations in conjunction with their long practice in teaching. 


Strengthen [Ideological-Political Guidance

[Text ] What are the characteristics of the thinking of today's university 
students? How can we strengthen our ideological and political work in respect 














to thetr actual thinking’ These are questions which every comrade who ts engaged 
in ideological and political education must seriously seek to study and solve, 

| would Like to take this opportunity to make one recommendation to such 
comrades! in ideological work we must make a greater effort at "guidance." 


Point one is to strengthen leadership. Our universities are socialist 
ufiversities, places where talents for the four modernizations are trained 
and fostered, For this reason, out comrades who are engaged in ideological 
work must adhere to the ideological camp of soctaliem and strengthen their 
leadership. in order to strengthen their leadership, they must understand the 
characteritatics of the thinking of university students, The university students 
of the 1980's grew up in the 10-year period of turmoil, Their thinking is 
emancipated; they are willing to exercise their own thinking; they pay attention 
to domestic and international affaires; they study hard for the four moderniza- 
tions; they loathe conservatiam and are eager to make progress: these are the 
characteristics and strongpoints of today's university studente. We should see 
that among our university students, the main current is active and assertive, 
full of vigor and vitality. But we cannot deny that, because the remnant 
poison and influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four” have not yet been 
ompletely eliminated, we still have certain probiems and weaknesses. In 
addition, our country is arriving right now at a turning point; young people's 
ideological problems are more numerous than usual. The reason we hope to 
strengthen leadership is precisely because we expect to develop positive and 
healthy things and overcome negative and erroneous things. Concerning adherence 
to the four basi: principles, a few students simply do not pay attention and do 
not care, or if someone should say that party leadership ie not needed, or 
wmeone should say that capitaliem is good, his thinking would even be regarded 
by them ae being the most “emancipated.” In the face of this kind of thinking, 


if leadership ie relaxed, if no attention is paid to them and no measures are 
taken, the result will be confused thinking or even the loss of our socialist 
battleground. Therefore we must strengthen our leadership, adopt effective 


methods in a planned and orderly way, and carefully find the proper solution to 
the various ideological problems among part of our students. 


Point two is to provide active guidance. We young people have gone through very 
few vicissitudes in society and have had very little experience in life. Along 
the path of exploration ahead in society and in life, we very badly need the 
active guidance of good teachers and friends. It is our hope that all comrades 
who are engaged in ideological education at universities will become good 
teachers well versed in guidance and our friends ready to communicate, and, 
proceeding from iooking after us, they will understand us, care about us and 
help us, When we encounter certain mwisgivings in our thinking, we hope our 

good teachers and friends will patiently enlighten us, careiully analyze for 

us, and scrupulously dissipate our misgivings. When we hesitate at 4 junction 
of three roads, we need guides to point out the correct road to us, When we 
explore a truth, we like to engage in debate; we hope our good teachers and 
friends will inspire us often so that we wili be able to carry out self-education, 
We are no longer in swaddling ciothes; we do not need to be carried around; they 
must believe that, with guidance, we can walk around by ourselves. As for the 











approaches to guidance, they ought to be adaptable and lively; we welcome them 
to embody ideological education in rich and colorful forma, Comrades whe are 
engaged in ideological work gust first of all avoid drifting into formaliem; that 
would paraligze their ideological work, 


Point three is to emphasize the dredging approach. Opening up clogged water 
channels to let water flow smothly is the original meaning of dredging. 
ideological work may sometimes also encounter a clogged-up situation, In 
upholding the adoption of the dredging principle, we mean that efforts must be 
made to examine the causes, to guide action according to circumstances, and to 
carry out timely dredging operations. There are many causes leading to the 
clogging. They therefore require our comrades who are engaged in ideological work 
to go deep into the realities in order to carry out investigation and study, 
regularly looking into the students’ thinking, study and living conditions, such 
a8 questions of political ideology, questions of teaching quality, questions of 
teacher-atudent relationship, questions of relationship between students, 
questions of board, arrangement of students’ physical exercise, working and 
recreational periods, ete. If in the case of seemingly trivial questions the 
handling or solution happens to be inadequate, the students’ emotions will be 
affected, Comrades who are engaged in ideological work must never seek to adopt 
the simplistic, rigid approach of "I strike and you'd better etraignten out" 
and "l oppress and you'd better obey." The emphasis on dredging is meant to 
clear up 4 given situation, differentiating right from wrong, securing 
acquiescence by way of persuasion, and both removing the clogging objects and 
guiding the flowing matter. For this reason, they must work hard to study the 
state of the students’ thinking, and mix with the students so as to discover 
and solve their problems in time. If the work of removing the clogging objects 
is not done well, the work of guiding the flowing matter will be affected, 

and leadership work in ite entirety will thus become passive. 


Ideological and political work is a subject of study. Its scientific nature 
is attracting widespread attention. We hope that our good teachers and friends 
will study it seriously and do their work even better. 
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REPOR! IN TEACHING "ISTORY AT UNTVEPSITIES DISCUSSED 
Tianjin LI SHI JLAOXUE [HISTORY TEACHING) in Chinese No 12, Dec 80 pp 46-48

[Text] Looking bach ever the past 30 years of the teaching of history at our 
country’s inetitutione of higher learning, good achievements have been attained 

in the application of !arxiem to historical research, ae well as in building up a 
contingent of Marxiet workers in the field of history. During the "great cultural 
revolution,” the Lin Biao and Jiang Qung counterrevolutionary cliques flaunted the 
banner of “reverse the reversal of history,” with a total rejection of all histor- 
ical work done prior to the "great cultural revolution.” They slandered the 

content of history teaching in ite entirety as “feudal, bourgeois, revisionist 
sinister stuff," smashed it to smithereens, denounced our classroom instruction as 
"a hotbed for nurturing revisioniem,” and demolished it. Practical experience 

hae already proven that this kind of action will destroy Marxist historical research 
and plunge teaching and research into a huge disaster. However, ovr practical 
experience in these 30 years of teaching history has also demonstrated that there 
are indeed many problems that still exist in the teaching of history at our univ- 
ersities. If these problems are not squarely faced, studied and solved, it will 

be very hard to achieve a higher quality of history teaching at the universities, 
and historical research will not be able to play its proper role in the four 
modernigzations now being undertaken in our fatherland. How then is history instruc- 
tion at the universities to be reformed? 


Firet of all, regardine the content of teaching, in university classrooms this 
cannot be merely limited to an extension and supplementation of the content of 
middle school courses; it must rather show effective performances as regards inde- 
pendent research, scholarly ideology, etc. It is therefore necessary to provide 
students of junior years with a foundation of all-round systematic knowledge and 
urge teachers to teach in accordance with the aptitude of their students. Students 
of senior classes should be presented with different opinions and different 
scholariy views. There should be the “contention of a hundred schools of thought,” 
allowing each to display its strong points, or even allowing the formation of 
different schools of thought on history. 
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‘he teaching of histery at universities is different from teaching history at 
middle schools, The teaching of history at middle selwols requires lecturing on 
basic historical knowledge, Thies teaching must use a nationwide uniform teaching 
plan and outline and uniform teaching materials, and instruction must be carried 
out according to 4 more or less uniform scholarly viewpoint. in contrast, complete 
uniformity as in the case of middle schools will not fit the teaching of history 

at umiversities, either as to content of as to teaching methods. for W years, 
history teaching at inetitutions of higher learning throughout this country, though 
not explicitly regulated so as to be uniform as to teaching plan, guideline, teach- 
ing ®aterials and viewpoint, was in fact conducted ae if it were thus regulated, 
Since the early years after liberation were a time when history teachers throughout 
the country were just beginning to study ‘larniem, when the contingent of workere in 
the field of history were terribly tnadequate, it was undoubtedly necessary to pro- 
ceed in the mentioned manner, and the realities of the situation vindicated that 
procedure, However, if things are allowed to continue in this way year after year, 
it will adversely affect the teaching and research seal of teachers and students 
and vill prevent any improvement in teaching quality. 


ji. s@are) for scientific conclusions ae to the historical development of human 
society, the scientific principle of historical materialiaem, has more often than 
not arrived at identical or similar conclusions through different paths of re- 
search and through researching a different mass of material. Even though it may 
concern the correct conclusions of historical materialiem, the proof must be 
arrived at by pursuing different paths and by approaches from different angles. 

In the forties of the 19th century, Marx and Engels each proceeded on hie own way 
in his research, but both arrived at che same conclusion that capitalist society 
was doomed to destruction and that communiem would be victorious. The two men also 
took different paths but arrived at the common road of militant materialism. If 
all history teaching at universities follows the same line of research, little good 
and much harm wil! result for the enrichment of historical science and for the 
nurturing of talents of real ability and learning. Little good and much harm will 
aiso result for ecientific historical research and for the correct summing up of 
the lessons of historical experience. 


/urthermore, the central link of history teaching in universities, namely classe- 
room instruction, must not be limited to a mere interpretation of the teaching 
materials (including all kinds of experimental teaching materials), but the teachers 
should rather demonstrate to the students their own research methods and research 
channels, based on their own independent studies. 


The task of institutions of hisher learning is to nurture specialists and special 
research talents. ‘The tasi of university students is, beyond the mastering of 
basic knowledge, in particular to study and practice how to work independently and 
to acquire the ability for independent research. for this purpose, the teachers 
must shift the focal point of their classroom instruction to explaining and intro- 
ducing their own research processes, research conditions, probleme encountered, 
research results, benefits from the research, etc, to open up for the students 
broader avenues along which they may advance courageousi) toward new explorations 
in the world of lbnowledge. 








leacvers pust demonstrate and lecture courageously in the classroom on the subjects 
of their own research methods, research resulte and the benefits ‘rom their re- 
search, integratine classroom teaciiing with scholarly research, rendering clase- 
room teaching 4 serious conecientious endeavor, but also a fresh and vivid expert- 
ence, Classroom teaching must of course propagate Marxiem and socialiem, Since 

it is a matter of dealing with echolarly probleme, it is also a matter of maintain=- 
ing a serious and cautious attitude, In classroom teaching one must therefore 
avoid wagging one's tongue too freely. It ie aleo out of place to jump lightly to 
conclusions without solid research, only on the basis of fragmentary data, or by 
mere logical inference, Wowever, classroom teaching in universities is after al! 
not the same as publication; it is therefore permissible to discuss things that 
have not yet fully matured and have not yet been brought to a conclusion (including 
incomplete data). On echolarly problems, a matter that hae been researched only 

60 or 70 percent may be discussed; in fact it should be discussed. If one waits 

in everything until it has been researched 100 percent, it is like sealing one's 
mouth and making classroom teaching completely ossified. Much less is the process 
of classroom teaching iteelf to be proclaimed the final conclusion, but is to be 
taken as a process of improvement, 


Concerning claseroom teaching in universities one must ask oneself: should the 
atudents be presented wit! readymade conclusions, or should we have the students 
reach conclusions through thinking things out for themselves? Some teachers do 
not desire and are not willing to open the eyes of their students. These teachers 
fear that introducing the students to presentday scholarly research may be beyond 
the students’ reach and only confuse their minds. Pegarding an introduction to 
different scholarly viewpoints, some teachers fear the students lack the capability 
to analyze and distinguish the true from the false, These teachers fear the stu- 
dents will have no understanding of the benefits to man from research and they 

ire also afraid of deviating from the uniform course specifications as it might 

ve more difficult to grade examination papers. in short, some teachers are over- 


cautious and indecisive and finally decide on the safest way, that is, on a mere 
explanation of teaching materiale. These are mental attitudes and methods that 
must be changed, 


en hicher teachers training colleges and universities must exert every effort 
to murture the creative ability that etudents will have to show in their future 
teaching. “ost of the students graduating from these institutions will be employed 
as middle echool teachers. The higher teachers training colleges and universities 
must increase courses in educational science and must concern themselves with 
niadle «c' ool teaching material. Concern for middle school teaching material means 
acquaintance with and study of the system, content, academic viewpoint, etc of 
current middle school teaching material, so as to gain a better grasp of basic 
content, basic concepts, etc without looking for a basis in university teaching. 
All middle school teaching material must be revised continuously to keep pace with 
the rising level of historical research. Even in the case of the higher teachers 
training colleges and universities, the students are not taught their future study 
pians. When the graduates later teach at middle schools, they will have to develop 
such plans by themselves and must not follow indiscriminately the notes they took 
in class at the university. Practical experience has clearly shown that generally 
what has been learned at school in a live ganner will later be taught much better. 








Marx's univereity student years are etil! an enlightening experience for us today 
with regard to our efforte to reform teaching of history at universities, in 
October 1836, the lS-year old Marx stepped through the doors o Serlin 'niversity. 
In the following nine semesters, he only attended 12 classes, with hie main required 
classes being in law, Berlin University was at that time the key stronghold of 
Hegelian philosophy, and in the field of law the old and outworn theories of the 
Historical Schoo! of Law were in fashion, stubbornly defending the feudal law in 
force in the Germany of those daye and opposing any criticiem of the law in force, 
However, Eduard Gane, who was teaching criminal law and Prussian conatitutiona! 
law, in hie lectures spoke out sternly against the Historical School of Law's 
biased narrowmindedness, foolish dull-wittedness, and pernicious influence on the 
development of law and legislation. Marx wae influenced by the teachings of Gans 
and went even further when he studied Hegel's theories on law from the viewpoint 
of relations between law and man and between law and social clasees, Finally, in 
his early writings Marx criticized the Historical School of Law for “justifying 
the despicable conditions of today by the despicable conditions of yesterday. it 
declares every cry of the peasant-serf against the knout to be rebellious, as long 
as the knout is an aged, historical knout with a pedigree."* Following up on 
these ideas, Marx criticizod the entire philosophy of Hegel. Marx, the thinker, 
began already in his university years to work independently. The rich stock of 
knowledge that he acquired in two school terme could not have been acquired in 20 
school terme if it were fed in drops and bite in the usual college style. We 
realize from this experience that there is a close relationship between the method 
of instruction and the independent study of the student. 


Third, in deciding on a curriculum, it is important to pay attention to reference 
courses and to realize again the dialectical relationship between courses in 
political theory and reference courses. it is also necessary to increase the 
courses offered in order to provide an appropriately wider field ff knowledge. 


In studying history we must always be guided by the viewpoint of dialectical 
materialism and historical materialism, The importance attributed to courses in 
political theory in the curricula of history instruction during these 30 years was 
justified, and in the future we must give thought to ways of improving these 
courses, However, our neglect of reference courses during these 30 years cannot 
but be called a flaw. in our instructions in the past, foreign language courses 
were for a long time treated as not essential, and as to such subjects as research 
concerning source material, editions available, bibliography, semantics, textual 
criticism, etc, they had even less of a chance. The result is that the generation 
that grew up after liberation, although highly proficient in Marxist theories and 
logical thinking, showed a rather weak foundation in reference work and a partic- 
ularly low level in foreign languages. Since we are now determined to advance to 


a higher level in our scientific research, we must continue to expend energy to 
overcome our shortcomings. 


To neglect reference courses is a misunderstanding of Yarxist historical research. 
The study of the law of historical development and the summing up and elucidation

and continuously available historical source material (including foreign material), 
Historical source material ise the starting point for any historical research, Juat 
think, if conclusions were formulated on the basis of one or two atrings of histor 
ical source material, wouldn't thie more often than not lead to idealism and 
metaphysics? If conelusionsa were drawn merely on the basis of unreasonable histor: 
ical judgments, would that not aleo lead to idealistic conclusions’ 
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INTERRELATIONSHIP BETWEEN LIFE, LITERATURE AND ART 
Two Related Questions

[Text] If our men of letters and artists wish to impart to their works a really 

rich artistic vitality, they should, on the basis of actual needs and possibilities, 
do their best to penetrate into life, profoundly understand life, and on this 
foundation wold various kinds and shapes of artistic images, thereby giving life 
correct political, ethical, and esthetic appraisals. Therefore, to maintain a flesh 
and blood relationship with the life of the people is an issue which writers can hardly 
overlook. But on this question, not all comrades maintain a consistent view. Here 

we would Like to state our views merely on two questions over which much opinion 

has been expressed in literary and artistic circles. 


First, on “writing about things with which we are familiar." Some comrades understand 
this of “writing about things with which we are familiar” in a one-sided way 

and use it as their reason for not having to penetrate life. The slogan of "writing 
about things with which we are familiar" is itself not too bad, because only when 

they write about things with which they are familiar do writers achieve high proficiency, 
show their real feelings move others and educate others, and make the readers open 

the windows of their hearts and minds for them. It is a violation of artistic laws 

to try to force writers to write about things with which they are not familiar. On 
the questions of “what to write” and “how to write," we can no longer resort to 

those stupid ways of giving writers coercive commands and rudely interfering with 
their work. We must guarantee that they relish their individual creativity aid a 

vast world of their own individual liking--a vast world of ideas and imagination, 

form and content. 


But we should also see that being familiar or not familiar with certain things 
constitutes a unity of opposites; it would be a violation of dialectics to try to 
draw an insurmountable demarcation between them. First of all, life itself develops 
and often makes a life with which one has been familiar in the past no longer so 
familiar, or even rather strange. Secondly, a writer's field of vision is limited 

and also continuoucly expanding; hence things unfamiliar or even strange to him in 

the past may gradually become familiar. When he discussed the writing of "Sudden 
Storm,” Comrade Zhou Libo [0719 4539 3134] said: "When I first reached the Northeast, 
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the peasants and their life there were unfamiliar to me." But because he personally 
participated in the land reform movement, he not only became “relatively more 
familiar with life in the Northeastern countryside," but also successfully wrote 

the long novel "Sudden Storm" on that basis. This suffices to illustrate that 
familiarity often develops from unfamiliarity. Our writers should of course write 
about a life with which they are familiar, and when they enter into the process 

of their creative writing, they cannot simply force themselves to “cook a meal 
without rice." But this is still just one side of the question. On the other side, 
we should try to become familiar with the life with which we should be but temporarily 
have not been able to get familiar, continue to expand the realm of our life, expand 
the tield of ovr vision, and extend the tentacles of art into the depths of life. 

in the construction of the four modernizations today, in particular, our vast urban 
centers and countryside are undergoing new transformations in many aspects; the 
people's spiritual outlook and mode of thinking and activity are all under: oing new 
changes. There are many things with which we are not familiar. We have . responsi- 
bility to get ourselves familiar with them and do our best to reflect such new 
transformations and new changes, so as to enable our literature and art to quickly 
cateh up with the pace of our time and thereby serve the people and socialism even 
better. If we take "writing about things with which we are familiar" to mean writing 
about whatever we are familiar with, and use this asa pretext to reject penetration 
of life, that would leave too much to be desired. What we need to explain is that 

we are not taking “writing about things with which we are familiar" as a mistaken 
slogan to correct, but we think it is necessary to give it a scientific interpretation 
in conformity with dialectical materialism in order to make it more correct and 

more complete, and so that it can effectively guide our artistic practice. 


Second, on the “theory of distance." After criticizing the so-called "writing only 
about central characters, depicting only central characters, singing only about 
central characters, and painting only central characters" and the preposterous theory 
»f Lin Biao and the "gang of four" of making literature and art serve politics in the 
absolute sense in the past, some comrades put forward this "theory of distance," 
which suggests that literary and artistic creation must maintain a certain distance 
from the development of life. Undoubtedly, writers must go througha process of 
discerning, pondering, and digesting life. In the case of certain phenomena in life, 
especially certain major phenomena which have never appeared in life in the past, they 
often need to go through a longer period of pondering, and only when the effects they 
have produced gradually appear in life is it possible for them to recognize them 
learly. Heace, when some writers proceed to describe such phenomena of life, they 
prefer to go throu;ha longer period of deliberation before they pick up their pens; 
this is entirely normal. Apart from this, because of the differences in life's 
experience and interests among writers, some may put partial emphasis on describing 
historial themes or life and struggles that have already passed, and some may be 
particularly good at reflecting the world in scientific imagination, in myths, and 
in ideals; this is also permissible. But if because of this we therefore say that 
literary and artistic creation must maintain a distance from the development of life, 
that would be inappropriate. Numerous writers of great achievement in history always 
closely watched the development of realistic life and tightly grasped the pulse of 


time. Gorky's "Mother" was published the very year after the failure of the 1905 
revolution; it molded the images of the first contingent of proletarians in the world 
‘stor. of literature and was praised by Lenin as "a very timely book." Our famous 


contemporary writer Ding Ling's "The Sun Shines Over The Sanggan River, Zhou Libo's 
"Momentous Change in the Mountainous Village," Liu Qing'’s [2692 7230] "Pioneering 
History," etc. are all products that emerged in response to the oncoming flood of 
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realistic life. Therefore, the view that literary and artisitic creation must 
maintain a distance from the development of realiam not only violates the fundamental 
principle of dialectical-materialiatic theory of cognition but also lacks any factual 
foundation in literary history. Our writers today not only should not maintain 
distance from the development of life, but they also should do their best to shorten 
such distance if and when it does exist, so that they can without any fickle changes 
always maintain a close relationship with our time, our people, and our ebullient 
life. 


An important task on the part of a writer is to study. He must not only read the 
various "small books" in social sciences, natural sciences, etc, seriously, but also 
read the "big book" of social life well in order, as has been said, to "tear out a 
few pages from this big book" and dexterously sew them together and dedicate them to 
the people in response to the call of this time! 


Need to Accumulate Experience

[Text] On the bais of achieving great results, at present, our literary and artistic 
creation must quickly catch up with the pace of our time, continue to score break- 
throughs, and continue to e; perience development. We are of the opinion that the 
question of penetrating into life is an important question that cannot be overlooked. 


On the question of writers penetrating into life, both Comrade Mao Zedong and Comrade 
Zhou Enlai provided many succinct treatises. In his "toast" to the Fourth National 
Congress on Literature and Art, Comarde Deng Xiaoping also pointed out: "Consciously 
draw source materials, themes, plots, language, poetic sentiments, and pisturesque 
suggestions from the people's life and nurture ourselves with the assertive spirit 

of the people in creating history: this is the fundamental path of prosperous 
development for our literary and artistic undertakings." 


Since the smashing of the "gang of four," literary and artistic creations have scc~ed 
great breakthroughs and considerable development, from thebreadth and depth of the 
reflection of life and the taping of the internal worlds of personalities to the 
diversity of themes and the abundance of techniques of expression. These are the 
results obtained by literary and artistic workers when they emanicipated their think- 
ing, ventured to explore, consciously went to the ocean of the people's life for 

rich nourishment, and carried out hard labor. But we should also see that the number 
of works fully and profoundly reflecting the struggle for socialist modernization is 
still relatively small. The quality of creative art on the part of certain writers 
who have written works of definite influence has also been going down in recent 

years. Some works are rather superficial and thin, and certain individual ones among 
them even exhibit evidence of forcible fabrication and random contrivance. There are 
many causes leading to the rise of such phenomena, of course, but the most important 
among them is perhaps that the field of vision on the part of the writers has not 

been broad enough, their accumulation of experience in life has not been solid enough, 
their acquaintance with new things has not been familiar enough, and their discernment 
of life has not been penetrating enough. 
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Penetrating further into life is a demand made by the new life of the construction 

of soclalist modernization on writers, Without exception, progressive writers and 
artistes in history always stood at the forefront of their respective times, In the 
storms of change, they grasped the pulse of their times, listened to the cries of 

the people, and participated in the great struggles to propel history forward with 
their pens, The construction of the four modernizations is a great long-range cause 
decisive to the destiny of our motherland; it is the common desire which the people 
of our various nationalities seek to realize even in their dreams. Reflecting the 
circumstances and the magnificent, colorful scene of the heroic dedication of the 
vast ranks of the masses of people to the four modernizations, and molding the images 
of the new people who are equipped with a broad vision and a truth-seeking spirit, 

a path=blazing will, and a pioneering resolve to construct the four modernizations, 
these are the unshirkable, sacred tasks and responsibilities of writers and artists. 
But with this new venture of construction of the four modernizations and this new 
issue of how to reflect the struggles of socialist modernization, not a few of our 
writers--including old writers and including also middle-aged and young writers, are 
still not very familiar and lack experience. This raises the question of how one must 
break through one's own circles in life, broaden one's own field of vision, and do 
one's best to get acquainted with things with which one has not been acquainted. Our 
writers and artists must follow the command of our time to thrust themselves into 

the torrent of the four modernizations. After making insistent and indefatigable 
eflorts--humbly studying, asking questions and seriously learning through practice 
and pondering--"unfamiliar" things will turn into "familiar" things, and they will 
thus have a unique opportunity to demonstrate their talent on this topic which is 
worthy of their unlimited and exceptional writing commitment. 


Penetrating further into life is also an important condition for writers and artists 

to accomplish their own historical mission. In order to write about a life with which 
one is not yet familiar, a writer must penetrate deep into that strange world to 
change the "unfamiliar" into the "familiar" before he can begin his creative writing 
process, There is a question of penetrating deep into life even in the case of 
writing about what one is relatively "familiar" with. Life is by no means a poo! 

of clear water through which one can immediately see the bottom; it is, rather, 

very complex and complicated. Sometimes we think we are already familiar with certain 
things, when in reality we are actually not yet really familiar with them; sometimes 
we think we have already understood certain things, but in reality we have not really 
understood them at all. Not recognizing the true features of Mount Lu while at Mount 
Lu itself is a rather frequent occurrence. Understanding requires a cyclic and 
repetitious process. Nor is there any end to our effort to get acquainted with 

life and understand life. Therefore, our writers and artists must first of all 
continue to observe life and study life with the Marxist standpoint, viewpoint, and 
method. Only thus can we get past various superficial and false appearances and grasp 
the inner details of things and understand the rea’ connotations of life, and only 
thus can we reflect certain substantive aspects of our time. 


Penetrating deep into life is an important link in improving our artistic level! and 
making our socialist literary creation prosperous. Our writers must heighten their 
consciousness in penetrating deep into life and, under all possible conditions, adopt 
various ways to put our roots deeper and still deeper into the soil of life. Our 
party organizations at various levels must look after, encourage, and support our 
writers in their effort to penetrate deep into life, and they must help writers to 
achieve both a concentrated penetration of certain points and a general understanding 
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of certain areas, Once writers and artists improve their capability for generalization 
and their capability for expression on the basis of further penetrating into life 

and understanding life, we believe they are bound to be able to create more and 

better literary and artistic works, and to provide the masses of the people with 

the spiritual power of active pursuit and going all out to make the country strong. 
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
